WAR OFFICE 
STATEMENTS 


BRITISH. 
[BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A 

LONDON, April 13.—The first 
War Office statement today says: 

“Heavy fighting developed yes- 
terday afternoon tn the neighbor- 
hood of Neuve Egiise and Wulver- 
ghem and at a late hour last night 
was still continuing. We advanced 
our lin slightly in the neighbor- 
hood of Festubert and secured a 
few prisoners. 

“Early in the night a strong hos- 
tile attack preceded by a heavy 
bombardment was launched against 
our positions east of Locon. The 
enemy succeeded in- entering our 
lines at certain points, but was 
driven out again by a counter-at- 
tack and a second attack attempted 
by the enemy late in the night in 
the same locality was euccessfully 
beaten off. During the éarly part 
of the night the enemy also at- 
tacked west of Merville and was re- 
pulsed. On the remainder of the 
northern battle front the situation 
is unchanged. 

“Sharp local fighting took place 
vesterday south of the Somme in 
the neighborhood of Hangard and 
positions into which the enemy had 
forced hie way were regained by 
counter-attacks delivered by Brit- 
ish and French troops. North of 
the Somme the enemy's artillery 
has been more active.” 

LONDON, April 13.—The text of 
a later statement reads: 

“As a result of the fighting last 
night in the neighborhood of Neuve 
Eglise, the enemy succeeded, after 
a prolonged struggle in forcing his 
way into the village. This morn- 
ing he was vigorously counter-at- 
tacked by our troops and driven 
out, leaving a number of prisoners, 
including a battalion commander, in 
our hands. A further attack made 
by the enemy later in the morning 
Was successfully repulsed. 

“In the course of the morning a 
number of other attacks were made 
by the enemy, unsuccessfully, at dif- 
ferent points along the battle front 
north of La Bassee canal. 
Separate attacks against our iine 
southwest and west and north of 
Merville were in each case repulsed 
after heavy fighting. | 

“An attack attempted by the 
enemy south of Meteren was suc- 
cessfully driven back and four at- 
tacks launched against our position 
Fanaa of Bailleul were beaten 
off. 

“Heavy casualties were inflicted 
in these several unsuccessfu] at- 
tacks. 

‘This afteracon another hostile 
attack in strength was developed 
between the Meteren-Brecque River, 
southwest of Meteren and Wulver- 
ghem. Severe fighting has. taken 
place on the whole of this front. 

“On the other parts of the British 
front the day passed without any 
incident of importance.”

PARIS, April 13.—The first War

“Coun*ter-attacks delivered dur- 
ing the n t by French troops in 
the region of Hangard-en-Santerre 


resulted in the enemy being thrown 


back completely. The French again 
hold the entire village as well as 
the cemetery. The Germans 
suffered losses without obtaining 
any result and also left in our 
hands seventy prisoners, of whom 
three are officers. 

“Artillery fighting continues with 
violence in this region. 

“Between Montdidier and Noyon 
there was an active bombardment 
together with unusually great pa- 
trolling activity. The French took 
ten. prisoners north of Orvillers- 
Sorel. Between the Miette and the 
Aisne German raids were repulsed 
by the French fire. The French 
took. prisoners in the sectors - of 
St. Hilaire and Souain. 

“The Germans continue to bom- 
bard Rheims. One part of the city 
is in fames. We are making ener- 
getic efforts to restrict the fire to 
this area, notwithstanding the very 
heavy bombardment of the enemy. 

“In the forest of Apremont the 
Germans renewed their attacks on 
the French positions in Brule wood. 
The American troops in this sector, 
in conjunction with the French, 
vigorously combatted and broke the 
greater part of the German efforts.

THE CRISIS. 


I think the above is a full candid 
statement of the situation, no dan- 
ger being minimized. 

We are indeed and, in truth, face 
to face with a terrible crisis—per- 
haps the most important crisis in 
history. 

It does not seem to me‘to be a 
hopeless crisis, however. 
as hopeless now as it would Nave 
been earlier in the war when the 
Allies were crippled by the necessity 
of bending too much to public opin- 
ion. In the four years of this strug- 
gle the nonmilitary peoples of the 
Allied countries have learned the 
importance of leaving ‘war to sol- 
diers. 

Gen. Foch is a brilliant strategist. 
He will undoubtedly have the moral: 
courage to disregard the defense of 
cities in order to defend the armies 
in the field. 

In the present crisis everything 
should be ‘disregarded except the 
safety and welfare of the troops in 
the field. Even if Paris should fall, 
that event is of no importance com- 
‘pared with the necessity of keeping 
the field armies together and in a 
position where they can best fight. 

As the situation presente itself to 
me, the Allies and the Germans are 
very likely to fight each other to 
utter exhaustion; it will be up to the 
Americans to win the war. I.hon- 
estly think that the future lies solely 
in our hands. It is up to us to lick 
the Kaiser. The French and the 
British will have done their part a 
‘hundredfold by, the time we are 

ready to mix it with the Huns. 

And may I remark, parenthetic- 
ally, that if there was in any Amer- 
ican heart one trace of the old feel- 
ing against England it has been 
wiped out by the glorious stand the 
| British regiments have made against 
‘the advancing German troops dur- 
, ing the past weeks! 

We can forget the charge at Bala- 
clava. That was a little street scuf- 
fle compared with the deeds of hero- 
ism that have been written into his- 
tory by British soldiery during these 
terrible fights. 

A GLORIOUS CHARGE. 

One of these days you are going 
to hear how the British cavalry 
charged into the woods of Moreuil— 
, charged on horseback against» con- 

cealed machine guns that were 
squirting bullets like water out of

It 
is clear to my mind that the hon- 
orable gentleman must have had a 
crying jag. There is no other rea- 
sonable explanation of his tears. 

The Allies have undoubtedly been 
grievously disappointed in our in- 
ability to conjure up trained troops 
with a magic wand. They think we 
should have had more men in 
France by this time, and more muni- 
i tions. 

| They say we have bragged about 
strolling over to lick the Kaiser as 
though it were incident to a little 
shopping tour in Paris. 

GEN. FOCH AND US. 

I have been told that Gen. Foch 
has expressed disgust over the atti- 
tude of the American people. 
is said to have particularly expréssed 
his contempt for the attitude of the 
sensational evening newspapers. One 
such paper that came to his atten- 
tion had a bitter attack upon the 
| British troops for not having done 
their share of the fighting: on the 
front page of the same issue was a 
flamboyant headline announcing a 
(“great American victory.” 

On examining the news in detail, 
it was seen that the British had lost 
20,000 men in battle that day, while 
the “great American victory” con- 
sisted of the capture of ten German 
prisoners, involving the loss of three 
Americans! A 

Such cheap stuff, of course, hurts 
us very much in the opinion of our 
allies; hurts ‘us in our own opinion 
and weakens the morale of our side. 

It is the utmost importance that 
the Allies should fight on in’ the 
firm conviction that a real force of 
American fighters is on the way to 
their rescue. If the fear once en- 
ters their hearts that America is 
made of childish braggarta, the ef- 
fect will be worse upon the Allied 
soldiers than any possible German 
victory.

In the 
long run, we must hope that they 
will be able to turn the tide of bat- 
tle; that they will replace war-worn 
French and British troops against 
Wwar-worn German troops and win 
the day for our side.

We might as well be candid 
enough to say it: Admiral Mahan’s 
contention has been proven; it is 
the navy that really decides wars. 

The strength we will be able to 
delop in France ig dependent upon 
the outcome of the struggle to con- 
quer the German submarine. Before 
we can hope to transport troops and 
supplies In quantities sufficient to 
turn the tide, we must clear the sea 
lanes of these sharks. 

There are many facts that can- 
not be told just at present; but 
wonderful progress is being made 
against the German undersea craft. 


OUR NAVY, 


Together with the British sailors, 
our Jackies are tipping over all the 
old sea traditions. We all like to 
hammer Secretary Daniels, but el- 
ther because of him or in spite of 
him, the efficiency shown by the 
American navy now on the blockade 
has literally brought the world to 
ite feet with a cheer. 

None of the facts can as yet be 
given out; but if our army does as 
well in Europe as our navy is now 
doing, the Kaiser has some unhap- 
py days ahead of him.

OAKLAND, April 13.—The State 
convention of California high echool 
principals, in seasion in this city, 
today wrestled with the proposition 
of excluding the teaching of Ger- 
man from the high schools of the 
State. State officials and members 
of the faculty of the University of 
California were present. It is un- 
derstood that the convention recom- 
mendation will have a significant ef- 
fect on the next session of the State 
Legislature. 

Mark Keppel, superintendent of 
Los Angeles county schools, excori- 
ated Assembly Bill No. 1013, provid- 
ing for school taxation, and now un- 
Ger suspension by the referendum, aa 
“the greatest menace that has en- 
dangered the schools in the whole 
history of California.” He deciared 
that the effect of the bill would be 
to force 20,000 teachers to form 
themselves into a political machine. 
Decrease in school revenues, ham- 
Pering of educational programmes 
and arraying of the school depart- 
ments against other departments of 
public service, he branded as the 
chief evils. 

In an address on “Americaniza- 
tion,”? Lewis B. Avery of Oakland 
declared that much of the pro-Ger- 
manism of persons in this country 
was “misguided idealism,” and urged 
reaching the alien women of the 
country, in whose hands, he said, the 
control, of digloyalty rested. 

The convention ends tonight, when 
the next meeting place will be 
picked and a.new directorate chosen.

ITH THE BRITISH ARMY 
W IN FRANCE, April 13.—The 

fighting today evidently is in- 
tended to give the Germans an op- 
portunity of getting around the Brit- 
ish positions in the Ypres salient, 
which still is strongly held. 

Neuve Eglise was the scene of a 
hand-to-hand struggle which re- 
sulted in the Germans getting a foot- 
hold in the village, but enemy frontal 
attacks on the Messines Ridge were 
beaten off. 

By a counter-attack the British 
and French south of the River 
Somume yesterday afternoon recap- 
tured Hangard, which the Germans 
had strongly fortified. The Entente 
Allied forces also took the copse 
adjoining the village, which was full 
of machine guns. Some prisoners 
were taken. 

Further attacks on the British 
right wing hetween Givenchy and 
Robecq, on La Bassee Canal, yester- 
day, wholly failed. Two attempts 
made late in the afternoon to cap- 


ture Locon were repulsed. The Brit-

The latest phase of the Armen- 
tieres battle is a determined German 
attack in the direction of Bailleul 
from the south. Yesterday's all-day

FRIDAY WITH HAIG. 
(BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.} 

WITH THE BRITISH ARMY IN 
FRANCE, Friday, April 12.—With 
the exception of Merville, the Ger- 
mans thus far have not reached 
their objectives in part for the pres- 
ent drive north and south of Armen- 
tieres, but today’s developments in- 
dicated that the enemy had no in- 
assault 
immediately. A captured German 
document reveals that there were to 
be three smashes on the front north 
and south of Armentieres. One had 
Bailleul as its main objective: the 
other, Merville and Aire, and the 
third, Bethune. 

Not less than twenty-eight divi- 
sions. had been employed by the en- 


jemy in this pretentious programme, 


which has meant that at some 
places the British have been very 
heavily outnumbered. A German 
division aggregates 13,900 to 14,000 
men, including 7500 rifles.

PRESSURE DURING NIGHT. 

Meanwhile, steady pressure was 
maintained in the Estaires sector, 
beyond which lay Merville and Aire. 
During the night the enemy pushed 
back the defenses at Lestrem and 
captured Calonne-sur-Lys, just south- 
west of Merville. At the same time 
he pressed down through Neuf Ber- 
quin, a little above Merville, and 
these two converging forces hurled 
themselves on the town. 

Giving way before great numbers, 
the British fell back toward §&t. 
Venant, fighting doggedly all the way 
aganist the closely pressing Ger- 
mans. A sanguinary battle was pro- 
ceeding today east of the 8&St. 
the British counter-attacked west of 
Steenwerck, west of Armentieres, 


and reoccupied La Bacque after 


hard fighting. 
The German attack about Given- 


chy, on the southern end of the bat- 


tle line, was being pressed today by 
some nine divisions. There haa vir- 
tually been no cessation in the fight- 
ing here since the beginning of the 
battle Tuesday. Thus far the British 
have maintained a stone-wall de- 
fense, against which the Germans 
have flung themselves with heavy 
losses. Today the casualty list of 
the attacking troops was swelled 
appallingly as the British artillery 
and machine guns pounded concen- 
tration points and troops advancing 
in close formation. 


NOTEWORTHY GUNNERY. 


The work of the British gunners 
at Givenchy has been noteworthy. 
On the first day, when the Germans 
swept forward in masses and the sit- 
uation was very grave, many artil- 
lerymen worked for hours shooting 
point-blank at close range. One gun- 
nery sergeant stood by his piece fir- 
ing with open sights:at a range of 


200 yards and held the enemy off} 


for a considerable time before he 
was compelled to fall back. 

The British troops which have 
been making such a gallant stand 
just above Givenchy also distin- 
guished themselves by holding the 
Germans up for hours at a certain 
point in the battle before Cambrai 
on November 30, when the enemy 
counter-attacked. 

It became known today. that of 
the 750 Germans captured near 
Givenchy last Tuesday 300 were

“Before the publication of the text 
of the letter, the Austro-German 
press, conforming with the insane 
lies of the Emperor Charles I and 
his Minister, had the audacity to 
declare that it was a pure inven- 
tion. The confusion produced in the 
camps of the Central Empires must 
be nearly as great as was their im- 
pudence of vesterday. They will at- 
tempt to throw the responsibility for 
the famous letfer upon certain mem- 
bers of the royal family.’’

WAR NEEDS WIN 


IRISH SYMPATHY 


Anti - Conscription Leaders 
Yield in Commons. 


in 


Asquith’s Power to Create 
Crisis not Used. 


Desire for Home Rule is Un- 
quenched, Waits. 


[BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.] 

LONDON, April 13.—There are 
strong hopes that the Irish trouble 
will undergo a gradual and pacific 
solution. An important fact is that 
the menace of critical events in 
France overshadows all other con- 
siderations and imposes restraint 


upon even all the factions of Irish- 
men and their ardent British sup- 
porters. 

This restraint has been exhibited 
in several ways. If ex-Premier As- 
quith had translated his judgment 
against conscription into a motion 
to reject the government's proposal 
last night he might have arrayed a 
majority of the members of the 
House against it. This would have 
meant a change of government. But 
Mr. Asquith considered that an im- 
possible thing to propose under the 
present circumstances and confined 
himself to registering his conviction 
that conscription in Ireland would be 
a great mistake. 

The minority which voted against 
conscription was composed of Irish 
Nationalists aud few Liberals, 
most of them pacificists and those 
generally listed as faddists., 


WIN WAR FIRST. 


John Dillon -and{ Joseph Devlin, 
who have been jointly filling John 
Redmond’s shoes as leaders of the 
Irish party, might have made a 
much more troublesome fight than 
they did. But they refrained from 
Parliamentary obstruction and lIim- 
ited their offensive to strong words. 

Both of them tempered their fight 
against conscription with the state- 
ment that they believed the cause of 
Great Britain in the war was a just 
cause. Mr. Devlin went further by 
proclaiming his desire to fight for 
it. This attitude is bound to have 
an influence in Ireland, 

Sir Edward Carson, the Ulster 
leader, and his Ulster followers, who 
generally manage to kindle all the 
animosity there is latent among the 
Irish factions whenever any Irish 
question is raised, also exhibited re- 
straint by remaining silent instead 
of denouncing Irishmen who oppose 
conscription, as they might have 


one. 
PROSPERITY SOOTHES. 


The Nationalist and Sinn Feiner 
newspapers in Ireland maintain a 
belligerent attitude, but Mr. As- 
quith once described this as most- 
ly ° ‘contingent and rhetorical bellig- 
erency. 

Ireland is enjoying a prosperity 
heretofore unknown. She is the 
chief feeder for England. Her farm- 
ers are becoming rich. They are 
the backbone of the country, and 
rebellious events would destroy their 
prosperity. 

The Sinn Feiners, of course, are 
irreconcilable. But they represent 
none of the property interests of the 
country. 

The foregoing are the features of 
the agituation which cause optimism 
here. On the(other side is the op- 
position of the Catholic clergy to 
conscription. 

The meeting between John Dil- 
lon and Joseph Devlin and the Sinn 
Fein leaders, to come at an early 
date, may develop into a concillatory 
influence, rather than otherwise. 


CONSCRIPTION WINS. 


The proposal by Irish Nationalists 
to omit the conscription of Ireland 
from the government man-power 
bill was rejected by a majority of 
172 in the House of Commons last 
night. The total vote’shows that a 
large section of the House abstained 
from voting. 

Henry E. Duke, Chief Secretary 
for Ireland, made a brave attempt 
to conciliate the Irish members. The 
effort led to a strong altercation 
with the Nationalists at the close of 
the debate. 

The government spokesman in the 
House, Andrew Bonar Law, in a 
brief speech winding up the discus- 
sion, contended that the government 
had a moral right in what it was 
— and would be craven not to 

o it 

His speech was interrupted con- 
stantly by ironical remarks from 
Irish benches. The Irish -members 
at the conclusion challenged the 
government to a further division on 
the conscription clause. It was car- 
ried by the government this time by 
281 to 116, a majority of 165. 


HOME RULE APPEAL. 


William Adamson, on behalf of 
the Labor party, appealed to the 
government to give a clear assur- 
ance- that conscription would not 
operate until a generous measure 
of home rule was on the statute 
books. Capt. L. C. M. 8. Amery, a 
Unionist, joined in the appeal of Mr. 
Asquith and Arthur Henderson, La- 
bor leader, for the immediate in- 
ne of a measure of home 
rule. 

The Cork Corporation Council last 
night unanimously adopted a resolu- 
tion against conscription and ap- 
pealing to Presicent Wilson for 
“protection.” At the same time the 
Ulster Council issued a statement 
upholding the government's pro- 
posal, pointing out that Ireland at 
present, “the most prosperous por- 
tion of the United Kingdom, is in 
duty and honor bound to contribute 
her portion, be the war long or 
short, of the cost incurred; to do 
ess would be to surrender, which 
Ulster at any rate would never will- 
ingly do, her share in the great em- 


pire which is our common glory and. 


our common heritage.”

GROWTH SHOWN AS 
SHIPPING CENTER. 


VALUE OF PORT’S COMMERCE 
STEADILY INCREASING, 
FIGURES PROVE. 


The optimistic report of John B. 
Elliott, collector of customs for the 
Southern California district, one 
of the best indications of the growth 
of Los Angeles as a shipping center. 
The report, which is for the fiscal 
year ending December 231, 1917, 
shows @iat the value of exports from 
this section last year was nearly 
double that of 1916. The total is 
given as $7,592,170; an increase of 
$3,250,617 over the exports of 1916. 

Los Angeles was the leading port 
of the district during 1917 by a wide 
margin, exports from this city total- 
ing $6,045,047 in value. Calexico 
ranked second in the district, with 
exports valued at $1,683,542. San 
Diego came third, with exports val- 
ued at $383,485, the next cities in 
line being Tia Juana, with $279,916; 
Andrade, with $157,622, and Campo, 
with $42,.65s. 

Statistics compiled by the customs 
department showed that exporta- 
tions of liquors into Lower Califor- 
nia through Calexico were unusual- 
ly heavy. Los Angeles shipments

The local Harbor Commission and 
United States government officials 
are now considering plans for the

A great part of the exports frem 
os Angeles and vicinity, however, 
consists of citrig fruits, oranges, 
lemons and grapefruit being the 
principal products. Of course, most 
of this fruit is sent by rail to east- 
ern cities. After all the freight and 
eastern selling expenses had been 
met, the California orange and lem- 
on growers were paid $47,675,000 
for their 1917 crops. * Deducting the 
costs of picking, packing, boxing 
and shipping, the net money*to the 
growers for their fruit as it hung 
upon the trees was $33,600,000. 
Eight-ninths of this great sum, or 
about $30,000,000 was paid to the 
growers of the Southern California 
counties, within seventy-five miles of 
Los Angeles.

Grant said, “Let us have peace,’ then he battled away till he MADE PEACE. 
He was peacemaker, but no pacifist. And when America honored him as 
her greatest peace-making general by making him President of the United 
States, that gentleman of the sword called into his council a peace-making 
preacher who was no pacifist. A bishop of the church was one of the 
closest friends of this great, peace-making warrior. | , : 

We could not call a preacher virtuous who would not fight physically, 
if need be, against any foe who would assail the virtue of his wife or daugh- 
ter or of any other woman. Would we expect a to run under 
the bed or out of the back door, if a ravisher assailed his daughters? We 
know by the common instincts of humanity that a father who would be 
pacifist under such conditions would be an accomplice in the crime. But 
it is a shame which blackens against the sky that the Prussians have out- 
raged the maidenhood, the wifehood and the motherhood of the world. A 

cher who would permit the sanctities of womanhood to perish by the 

ds of Prussian assassins, rather than to slay the assassin, would be a 
reproach, not only to Christianity, but to the commonest decencies of man- 
kind. But the theory of your pacifist preacher is that he will suffer anything, 
rather than physically to fight any foe. He will permit the Prussians to 
plunder human life of all its lasting values rather than to present a physical 
protest which will stop the plunder. It was our Captain, Christ, who said: 
“THE HIRELING FLEETH, BECAUSE HE IS AN HIRELING, but the 
Good Shepherd GIVETH HIS LIFE FOR THE SHEEP.” And, of course, 
the shepherd was fighting for his sheep or he would not have been a ghep- 
herd. t is the whole point to this preachment. He who ‘stands 
passively by and permits the wolf to slaughter the sheep or flees when the 
foe attacks them is'a mere wage-getter. He is no serving shepherd. Here 
is the philosophy that REAL PROTECTION AGAINST A FOE IS 
MILITANT AND NOT MERCENARY. All real patriotism has the princi 
of protection in it. It is an active, not a passive thing.

blessed are the pacifists. 


ALL THE PREACHERS, WE KNOW, PRACTICALLY ARE PEACE- 


MAKERS. THE NONRESISTANT PACIFIST PREACHER IS RARE. But 


the preachers we know are such lovers of peace and geod will to men that, 
like Gen. Grant, they would rather fight for it than not to have it. Who 
was Lincoln's closest counselor when his gentle hand grasped the sword? He 
was a preacher, the eloquent Bishop Simpson, who declared in his great 
oration that the very clouds of heaven fought for liberty. This great preacher 
was pre-eminently a man of peace, but his was a militant ministry. And as 
for Lincoln, very few more peaceable men ever lived then he. -He drew 
the sword as a militant peacemaker, not as a militarist. Where is the pacifist 
who will presume to match his Christian spirit and service against that of 
Abraham Lincoln and Bishop Matthew Simpson? A negative attitude to- 
ward positive duty may be the philosophy of pacifism, but it is not piety. 
Whatever the pacifist contends for he cannot be among those heroic souls 
who “contend earnestly for the faith once delivered to the saints.”

HE real preachers of the country are thoroughly 
tian patriotism. They are everywhere in evidence at the Red Cross, 
the Y.M.C.A., and the cantonments of the whole country. In some 

places even schools for chaplains are organized. In many places the fore- 
most pulpits have given up their pastors that they might follow their con- 
victions of duty and go to the front. The preacher who shirks this soldier 
business now will have very little preaching business to do after the war is 
over. Would anybody care to hear a man preach who expects and accepts 
police protection for himself and property and yet refuses to lift a finger in the 
fight against the bandits of Berlin who are driving down like the demons of 
hell on the sanctities of humanity and the peace of the world? 


With very few insignificant exceptions our preachers, heaven bless them, 
are wise enough to see that THIS WORLD MOVEMENT OF THE LIBERTY 
ALLIES AGAINST THE PRUSSIANS IS.THE MIGHTIEST MISSIONARY 
MOVEMENT SINCE THE WORLD BEGAN. Our soldiers are missionaries 
going forth to purge mankind of the Prussian curse. No such soldiers were 

r before marshaled on this terrestrial ball. The great missionary issues 
of Christianity are the essential issues of this world war for justice, for universal 
brotherhood and righteousness. It is a face-to-face battle between the 
blackest barbarism and Christianity. It is Thor and the Teuton thugs against 
Jesus and humanity. This is the time when the saints and the soldiers are 
going over the top TOGETHER. And the soldier is a saint and the saint is 
a soldier. Dear old “Caledonia” is in order: 


“Though all earth and hell appear, 
Who will doubt, or who can fear? 
God, our strength and shield, is near; 


We cannot lose our cause.”

E SHOULD know the origin of Prussianism is rankly pagan. Years

It was a common saying that the grass never grew green again where Attila's 
ho had trod. His butcheries reddened the waters of the Seine, the 
Moselle, the Rhine with their carnage. He was said to have fought the 
fiercest battle up to that time since the world began, leaving 300,000 dead 
upon the field. He was a madman with a sword. And that bandit assassin 
is the Kaiser's ideal. The flight of a stork from a certain place in the wall 
was signal enough for the frightful fool and his Huns to start their butcheries 
afresh. This is the brilliant leader of modern German “‘kultur.”’ | 

Attila was slain by his bride on the evening of his marriage. He was 
placed in three coffins. The first was iron, the second silver, the third gold. 
The wealth of a kingdom in the form of jewels was poured into his coffins 
with him. The grave diggers and all who helped bury him were massacred 
so that it might never be known where so much wealth was entombed. Some 
called Attila “the scourge of God,” but he was the scourge of hell. But 
this is Prussianism. «This is what Christianity is fighting at the battle fronts.

HEERING WAR CONDITIONS. | 

We have learned to know the tactics 
of the Boche. Whenever he returns to the 
bombardment of Rheims he is seeking re- 
venge for heavy losses sustained elsewhere. 
So the dispatches telling that the city of 
Rheims is again in fames from a Hun bom- 


German defeat in Picardy and perhaps in 
Flanders. 

Cheering dispatches come from the Bel- 
gian frontier where the Huns have been 
making a desperate effort to break through 


Bassee. On Friday night Gen. Haig issued 
@ special order to “All ranks of the British 
in France and Flanders.” It was a repeti- 
tion of that other message at a time equally 
critical: “England expects every man to do 
his duty.” Gen. Haig admonished his troops 
that, “With our backs to the wall and be- 
» Iteving In the justice of our cause, each one 
of us must fight to the end. Every: posi- 
tion must be held to the last man. There 
must be no retirement.” 

It was the supreme appeal to the fight- 
ing spirit of the Saxon; the appeal that calls 
for the final spurt over the historic rowing 
course on the Thames, the appeal that pre- 
cedes the winning goal on England's foot- 
‘ ball fields,-the appeal that is answered by 
the fall of the last wicket. How truly Brit- 
ish blood and brawn responded is revealed 
in dispatches which relate that during the’ 
entire day of Saturday the Huns failed to 
gain a foot of ground, and that a threat- 
ening salient was driven int6 the tip of the 
German right flank. Germany's arrogant 
decree that force and not justice shall 
henceforth be the supreme arbiter among 
nations has been met with an opposition 
which is rocking the foundatién of the 
House of Hohenzollern. 

Within a period of three weeks the Ger- 
man forces, after scoring initial successes, 
have reeled backward from the stunning 
effect of as many Allied blows. One was 
delivered before Amiens, a second at Artols 


| and a third on the slopes of the Messines 


and White Sheet ridges. The latter was so 
named because its slopes have served dur- 
ing the present war as a winding sheet for 
a hundred thousand Huns. The fate of the 
battle still may be said to hang in the bal- 
ance, but not the fate of democracy. For 
the fighting of the last three weeks has re- 
vealed that the Central Empires, at the 
zenith of their power, ate not strong enough 
to win a decisive advantage over the Al- 
lies. Temporary reverses may be still in 
store for the Allied forces; it is a far cry 
from Bethune to Berlin; but the defenses 
of the gateways to the sea and to Central 
France still remain in the possession of the 
Allies, and the German forces are wasting 
away before the fire and steel of an enemy 
superior in force and equal in courage ond 
‘discipline. 

As the campaign develops we must not 
lose sight of the great objective of the Al- 
lied forces; it is not to capture cities and 
devastate countrysides, but to kill German 
troops. If the war is to be finished within

They have found that at the point 
where terror struck the hearts of 
the ignorant Russian peasant troops 
the British and French hit their 
fighting stride. Harold, the Saxon, 
lost a battle, his kingdom and his 
life nearly nine centuries ago 
cause he permitted his forces 
leave their entrenched positions in 
pursuit of a retreating foe; and 
those of Saxon blood have not to 
this day forgotten the lesson so bit- 
terly learned. While much of the 
great conflict is still concealed in 
the smoke, it is apparent even from 
this distance that never Sefore were 
such opportunities offered for killing 
Huns and that the slaughter, to use 
a Hindenburg term, “is progressing 
favorably.” 

The part played by America’s Lib- 
erty Army is still a conjecture. We 
know that a number of units are en- 
gaged both in Picardy and Flanders. 
That they are giving a good account 
of themselves is revealed by the 
German official reports. The Hun 
has not boasted of the capture either 
of American troops or American 
guns; and if any considerable num- 
berg of “Sammies” were to fall into 
his hands there would be a great 
blare of trumpets over it. Casualty 
lists that lengthen from a few names 
to whole columns of solid type bear 
irrefutable evidence that the Liberty 
troops are at the forefront of the 
battle. But even those households 
athwart whose portals the shadow 
of death falls would not have it. oth- 
erwise. We are fighting the second

SLAV SOLDIERS BADLY 
‘DEMORALIZED. 


A long autumn afternoon in Kak- 
hetia of the Caucasus our train lay 
alongside a troop train from the 
Amenian front and we could observe 
the results of fie breakdown of Rus, 
sian military discipline. The floor of 
the box cars the soldiers lived in was 
thick with dirt and their clothing 
was in an indescribably filthy condi- 


tion. Often their unforms were torn 
and ragged and some went barefoot, 
having traded off their boots for 
liquor. 

Most of them seemed to have be- 
come mere “bums,” without stand- 
ards of self-respect.

OF SHAKESPEARE'S

| HAT the stage mechanicians of 
T the days of Shakespeare were 
not unworthy rivals of the 
modern creators of elaborate and 
startling effects is the conclusion 
drawn from extensive reading by 
Robert Mantell. 
Profound students of the English 
drama, such as H. A. Taine and Dr. 
Doran, have long know that scenery 
and mechanical effects were em-| 
ployed by the Elizabethans, but, in 
spite of their labors, there still per- 
sists a popular belief that the plays 
of the master dramatist were first 
presented on a stage practically 
bare. This belief is largely the 
product of the over-enthusiasm of 
certain devotees, who, under guise 
of offering the dramas as originally 
staged, make a great display of a 
few heavy curtains and draperies. 
Records still exist to show that 
when the old Blackfriars monastery 
was converted into a theater dur- 
ing the reign of Edward VI, @ few 


years before Shakespeare was born, 
there Was quite an outlay of money 


ment. 

The scenic aids to illusion were 
not ag complicated and picturesque 
as they are in these days of elec- 
tricity, but Mr. Mantell believes that 
even such scholars as Taine and 
Doran have not given the Eliza- 
bethan stage carpenters full credit. 
He has recently found traces of a 
device that puzzles him, \in spite of 
his own intimate knowledge of stage- 


craft. 

About 1545, fully a score of 
years before the birth of Shake- 
speare, a young student of mathe- 
matics in the University of Cam- 
bridge, John Dee, staged one of the 
comedies of Aristophanes. During 
the course of the action, Dee, who 
had a leading role, flew across the 
stage in-a manner so realistic as to 
puszle not only the audience, but 
even his fellow players. From this 
moment it began to be whispered 
that Dee was in league with the 
devil. It was this inventive student 
who afterwards developed into the 
Dr. Dee, feared all over 
Europe for his alleged dealings in 
witchcraft.

Musk China’s Monopoly.

THEY MUST PLAY 


Neglected Children are Pa- 
thetic War Victims. 


Delinquency Now Recognized 
as Thetr Protest. 


U. S. to Benefit by Observa- 
tions in Europe.

WASHINGTON, April 6.—Chil- 
}dren are among the greatest suffer- 
ers of war. They get less to eat, 
less to wear, and less recreation. 
-Many of them are put to work be- 
fore they are sufficiently mature; 
many become fatherless, and even 
more become motherless, as their 
mothers take up the task of earn- 
ing the daily bread. 
European nations 
amazed at the 


have been 
tremendous amount 
of delinquency that has accom- 
panied these conditicohs. It took 
them a long time to recognize de- 
linquency as a form of rebellion— 
the rebellion of childhood against 
@ cruel and inexplicable fate. But 
now the state itself is doing as 
much as possible to make amends. 
France and Italy have adopted their 
war orphans. Great Britain is su- 
pervising the education of every 
British child, and annually grant- 
ing large sums of money to be used 
in promoting children’s recreation. 
HEEDED IN AMERICA. 


The example of European chil- 
dren has mbde a great impression 
on child welfare workers in this 
country. They have made some 
rapid studies and calculations, and 
they have decided that so far as 
it is within their power the Ameri- 
can child shall have a square deal, 
War or no war. The Children’s Bu- 
reau has combined forces with the 
Woman's Committee of the Council 
of National Defense to look out for 
their interests. 

One of the most important 
terests of the child, which is being 
neglectei under the strain of war. 
ie recreation. Psychologists agree 
that it is not so much a child's school 
hours as his play hours that develop 


his character. Hence, the over- 
burdened condition of American 
penitentiaries should not surprise 


those of us who know the meager 
amount of recreation obtained by 
some children. But for the most 
part the sicnificance of this fact is 
ignored. Parents collectively ‘refuse 
to realize that healthy recreation 
facilities are as nécessary to every 
community as good drinking water. 
AGITATION NEEDED. 


As soon as they do recognize it, 
and assume their share of the re- 
sponsibility In the form of taxes, 
communities will vie with one an- 
other in maintaining playground 
systems, an! people will wonder 
how thev ever got along without 
them. But in the meantime there 
is still need for considerable ag!i- 
tation. 

Some of this agitation abort 
to be furnished by the Woman's 
Committee of the Council of WNa- 
tional Defense, through its various 
local committees. Committee mem- 
bers in all parts of the country have 
been notified to investigate and re- 
port at once on local conditions af- 
fecting children. 

City members have been called 
upon to anewer the following o¢s- 
tions concerning their cities: What 
neiwhborhoods have no play spaces 
within easv reach” What outdoor 
recreational facilities are provided 
in summer, and what indoor facill- 
ties in winter? Are any attempts 
being made to raise the standard of 
commercial recreation”? If the 
answers to these questions are un- 
satisfactory. the city member ig to 
get In touch with her State Com- 
mittee. and that organization will 
start a campaign for the estahlish- 
ment of the proper recreation facill- 
ties. 

POSSIBILITIES OVERLOOKED. 


The same sort of investigation and 
agitation is to be instituted in rural 
districts. Rural children are wsu- 
ally even poorer than city children 
in the matter of playgrounds. Ama- 
teur theatricals, organized athletics 
and games are much less common in 
the country than in the city. The 
country schoolhouse, in many sec- 
tions, is the only means of bring- 
ing children together, and often 
even its possibilities as a social cen- 
ter, are overlooked. 

What public facilities for recre- 
ation may mean to children is 
shown by an investigation recently 
made in the ity of Washington bv 
the Children’s Bureau. The first 
| step tn this investigation was to find 
out what the children of Washing- 
ton did tn their spare hours. 
Through Bov Scouts and Girl Scouts, 
and through plaveround and settle- 
ment leaders. 1200 children were 
questioned, of whom 656 were boys 
and 544 were g¢iris between the 
ages of 19 and 14 vears. 

YEARN FOR PLAY. 

The answers showed that neariy 
50 per cent. of the boys and nearly 
40 per cent., of the girls, played on 
the streets, in spite of the fact that 
in Washington this is against the 
law. Vacant lots were mentioned by 
48 per cent. of the boys and 153 per 
cent. of the girls. 

They also showed that a scarcity 
of play activities exists in Washing- 
ton. When asked what games they 
played, over one-third of the chil- 
dren repdrted only one — baseball, 
while fifty children out of the’ 1200 
reported that they played only five 
games in winter: These were coast- 
ing, roller skating, basketball, 
football and snow-balling. In the 
spring only baseball, roller skating 
and jumping rope were mentioned 
by the majority, although a few 
paid they played marbles and tag. 
The summer list contained only 
two forms of recreation—baseball 
and. swimming. 

“SOMETHING TO_ DO.” 


Most popular among the amuse- 
ments of Washington children is 
the moving picture. Nearly all of 
the 12)0 childrén questioned saw a 
moving picture at least once a week. 
Most of them read —~ fictfon prin- 
cipally—and many atte®@@fed vaude- 
ville and  stock-company’ shows. 
Over 100 boys and just eighteen 
girls said that they bowled. Ali of 
them felt the need for “something 
rte do,.”’ and asked for more play- 
grounds, athletic grounds and gym- 
nasiums. The greatest demand of 
all was for swimming pools. Wash- 
ington is particularly impoverished 
in this respect, only one municipal 
bathing pool being available in the 


and only one In the base- 


ment of a church, being open in 
the winter. 

Yet Washington is richer than 
the average city in playgrounds. 
Most of them are connected with 
the schools, and consist of swings,

LEADERSHIP ESSENTIAL. 
It is a fact recognized by recrea- 


tion experts that the most necessary 
element of successful recreation is 
leadership. Children play fairiy and 
to the best advantage only under 
the leadership of some magnetic mR- 
dividual. “The ability of the lead- 
er,’ says the Children’s Bureau, 
“determines whether play space and 
play equipment will hold the inter- 
est of children accustomed to the 
fr esponsibility of the street and the 
pleasures of the motion- 
pictures. This, at least, public fec- 
reation must accomplish. It must 
successfully compete with the va- 


rious CGgpgers and excitements of 
the str s and of commercialized 
recreation: If it renders this mini- 


mum service, it justifies its claim 
on the community's purse.” 

Once the attention of the child 
is held, he will throw himself into 
his play absgrbedly. Then he will 
begin to qpet , to live and to find a 
means of self-expression. There is 
a certain child specialist in New 
York City who is considered among 
the best in the country. She is a 
specialist in the child mind, not in 
the ailments of his body. When 
parents bring .a child to her, she 
gives him a toy—a box of blocks, 
a stuffed bird, or some _ colored 
toothpicks—and then she goes on 
talking to his parents, 

TENDENCIES WATCHED. 

All the time she is closely observ- 
ing the child, what he does wiih his 
toy. Does he tire of it quickly and 
run to something else’ Or does he 
carefully investigate all its possi- 
bilities before he puts it down? 
Some children at once show their 
breadth of imagination by fashion- 
ing many different things with the 
blocks or the toothpicks; others de- 
light in throwing them about the 
room or breaking them. It is really 
not so surprising, after all, that this 
specialist knows the chief faults 
and virtues of every child brought 
to her, in a few minutes. 

The value of organized play can- 
not be too greatly emphasized. There 
is nothing like a basketball team to 
develop both the physical and men- 
tal capacities of the growing child, 
providing. of course, he has been 
declared fit by a medical inspector. 
An instance of what athletics ac- 
complish for children is shown in 
the case of two girls pointed out by 
a child welfare expert. One of 
them, a small rather fat girl, with 
a weary, lethargic expression. had 
refused to play 6n the schoo! basket- 
ball team and had spent her recrea- 
tion hours admiring moving-picture 
and vaudeville heroines and heroes. 
The other was a tall, lithe, well-de- 
veloped girl, with an alert, vigor- 
ous expressfon, of the type that has 
feminist ideas. , She had never 
missed a basketball game through- 
out the school season. 


GOOD MATERIAL. 


Clearly, she was a child that 
wouldebe a credit to her generation. 
She was the product of g0o0d 


wholesome recreation, organized and 
kept alive by a particularly efficient 
gymnasium director. And that is 
what every community should have. 
If we are to develop the rising gen- 
eration to the extent that we owe it 
development—having saddled it with 
debt, we must watch its recreation 
as carefully as its education.

Under his di- 
rection, the Cavendish Laboratory 
at Cambridge became a focus of 
écientific activity in the field of 
electrical research. Ejectrical and 


physical theories have been pro- 
foundly modified by his investiga- 
tions. 


The tracking down of the “elec- 
tron,” one of his principal achieve- 
ments, revolutionized the apparently 
solid basis of modern physical sci-

PRACTICAL SEAMAN. 


When the war began, Prince Al- 
bert had finished a naval training 
extending over four yé@ars, and was 
a “middy” on the Collingwood. He 
was only 13 when he joined the 
Royal Naval College at Osborne, go- 
ing later to that at Dartmouth, and 
at both schools followed the regular 
course of instruction preliminary to 
obtaining a naval commission. He 
devoted a good deal of time to en- 
gineering subjects, including prac- 
tical work both afloat and ashore, 
and also went through the ordinary 
cadet’s course of practical seaman- 
ship. He showed every sign of be- 
coming a real “handyman,” such as 
every naval officer must be, and 
when on holiday with the royal 
family was more than once useful 
when mechanical eptitude was re- 
quired. He completed his training 
by a sea-going instructional course 
in the cruiser Cumberland, which 
lasted six months, and included 
visits to Teneriffe, St. Lucia, Trini- 
dad, Barbados, Jamaica, Havana 
and Bermuda. 

He was keen On playing a worthy 
part in the war, and may have over- 
fone it, for his health gave way in 
the early months, and though he 
stubbornly refused to give in, he 
was laid by the heels again and 
again in a fashion that must have 
proved most discouraging and hu- 
miliating to a naturally high-spirit- 
ed man. In the latter days of 1914 
he succumbed to appendicitis, and 
had to undergo an operation, but as 
soon as he was able, he rejoined his 
ship and took part in the battle of 
Jutland, so creditably ag to one 
of those commended for service by 
Sir John Jellicoe.

WORLD'S SHIPPING. 


Control of Practically Every Vessel 
Sailing Seas js Said to be in 
Allies’ Hands. 


Complete control of practically 
every vessel sailing the waters of 
the world now is in the hands of the 
Allies, according to statements con- 
tained in tie Americas, a publica- 
tion issued monthly by the National 
City Bank. 

But the writer calls attention to 
some of the dangers of this situa- 
tion, chiefly that of readjustment 
after the war, when neutral ships 
that have been leased for use by the 
belligerent nations are returned to 
their original owners. It also is 
shown that these neutral nations 
have lost a large percentage of their 
ships through submarine attacks, in 
spite of the fact that they have en- 
deavored to comply with the terms 
of Germany's repeated demands up- 
on them concerning shipping. . 

Half the world’s tonnage at the 
beginning of the war was British, 
according to this article. Of the 
remaining shipping one-third of the 
world’s non-British tonnage is: owned 
by seven neutral nations—Norway, 
Sweden, Denmark, Holland, Spain, 
Greece and Japan. But the con- 
trol of the Allies over this tremen- 
dously large fleet of ships is mein- 
tained by reason of the monopoly of 


coaling stations of the British and 
Allied nations. ves- 


sels, which burn no fuel, can be con- 
trolled through their need for ship 
stores and clearance papers if they 
even touch at an Allied port. 

Norway has been one of the heav- 
fest losers of tonnag@ of the neu- 
trals, according to the figures. Of 
its 2,550,000 tons at the beginning 
of the war, the loss by sinkings at 
the end of 1917 was not less than 
1,074,000. But this loss did not fall, 
solely upon the shipworkers, and as 
a result Norway has been enabled 
to replace the tonnage claimed by 
U-boats through purchase or by re- 
building. 

.The National War Risk Insurance 
Association, organized by the Nor- 
wegian government at the beginning 
of the war, has assumed all insur- 
ance of shipping of that nation, with 
the result that this 40 per cent. loss 
of ships has been replaced to a great 
extent. 


Japen has assumed a tremendous- 
ly important place among the world’s 
maritime powers since the war, be- 
cause of the fact that its ships, sel- 
dom entering the zone of subma- 
rine activities, have escaped general 
destruction, while shipbuilding there 
has gone on at a high speed. 

In this connection the article says: 

“The Japanese merchant marine 
in 1914 was of 2,032,000 tons, and 
since then not less than 600,000 tons 
has been built. Since the war began 
the Japanese have had less and less 
competition in the; Pacific, rates 
have been rising, and the ship own- 
ers without exception have made 
large profits. 

“Tramp steamers, which comprise 
at least one-third of the Japanese 
marine, have made in many cases 


greater profits than liners. The Jap- is is called the “Thong

“Japanese lines are now running 
from Vancouver, Seattle, Portland 
and San Francisco to Yokohama, as 
well as from Acapulco, Mexico, Pan- 
ama and Guayaquil.” 

Because of this situation and the 
fact that many neutral nations have 
obtained a foothold in the shipping 
business during the war In spite of 
Allied control, Walter Runciman is 
quoted as saying that Great Britain 
will have to fight hard to regain her 
shipping supremacy after the war. 
—[New York Herald. 


SIAM’S NEW FLAG. 

Siam has a new flag. To com- 
memorate the entry of his country 
into the war against Germany, King 
Maha Vagirayudh decided to modify 
the flag by adding blue to it, in or- 
der that it might be a tri-color like 
the flags of the other Aliies. 

“This addition,” says the royal

Old Fort's New Service. 

The historic old fort which pro- 
jects into the harbor waters of Ba)- 
timore has started upon a new end 
different national service. As a hos- 
pital camp, Fort McHenry has be- 
gun a record that will go down in 
the history of the great war. The 
equipments for hospital service are 
already considerable, and the gov- 
ernment is enlarging the housing ar- 
rangements greatly. The immigrant 
Station buildings will be used for tn- 
valid soldiers until the end of the 
war. 

The large consignment is sugges- 
tive of the immediate and urgent 
need of hospital stations on this 
side. “Back to Blighty,” as the 
British Tommies call being sent to 
a home hospital, is a far move from 
the French front to Fort McHenry. 
But there is space on the returning 
American ships for the wounded, 
and back home is the right place 
for those who are seriously hurt. 

For hospital purposes the fort is 
ideally situated. It is a narrow 
peninsula, less than half a” mile 
across, with clean tidal waters on 
three sides. There is a sea wall 
that is more than a mile in extent 
and a view that overlooks the ac- 
tivities of the harbor, with a long 
view down the river te the bay. Ac-

Cement from Sugar-beet Waste. 
A result of experimemig in French 
factories is the production of an e&- 


cellent cement as a by-product of 
beet-sugar refining, The first step 


in the production of sugar from 
beets polling them. It has hereto- 
fore beeA customary to throw away 


as valueless the scum formed on 
the caldrons. But it has now been 
discovered that this scum contaigea 
large Quantities of carbonate of 
lime. It is estimated that 4000 tons 
of the carbonates can be recovered 
from 70,000 tons of beets. To this 
quantity of the carbonate 1100 tons 
of clay is added, the resultant prod- 
uct beng a good cement. The beet 
scum is pumped inte large reser- 
voirs and allowed to evaporate for 
a certain length of time before being 
mixed with the clay. It ie then 
stirred or beaten for an hour before 
being fed into rotary ovens such as 
is used in making Portland cement. 


Oklahoma's Breathing Well. 

Having read in Capper’s Weekly 
of a well near Fletcher, Okla.. which 
seems to breathe, Archie Murray 
of San Jose, N,-M., offers a possibile 
explanation of the mystery. He be- 
lieves the drill had reached a cave 
through which a river flows directly 
to the Gulf. The ebb of the tide 
causes air to draw into the well be- 
cause a space is left in the cave for 
the passage of air. When the tide 
rises the air, which is in the pas- 
sage, is forced out at the top of 
the well. The downward current 
causes the water to freeze and the 
inward flow of the water causes the 
ice to disappear.

THE “WILD” COSSACK. 

The Popular Conception of Him 

Said to be Erronecous—His 


Few conceptions are probably fur- 
ther from the truth than the very 
popular conception of the Cossack. 
The wild semibarbarian rough rider, 
“much be-bearded and much be- 
capped,” really belongs to the same 
category. and had his origin in the 
same wellspring of mid-Victorian ro- 


mance as the popular picture of Si- 
beria, all a frozen waste, with no 
other inhabitant than the convict. 
As a matter of fact. of course, the 
Cossack population of Russia is bet- 
ter educated, better organized and 
altegether more enlightened than 
almost any other section of the com- 
munity. But to understand them, 
ene must understand something of 
their history. The Cossack never 
really had an official beginning. He 
Was the gradual] outgrowth of cir- 
cumstances. Thus, in the early days 
of the sixteenth century, when Po- 
land was one of the great European 
powers, she had one perennial cause 
of harassment, namely, the depreda- 
tions of the Taftars on her frontiers. 
In those days the Illimitable steppes 
of Southeastern Europe, extending 
from the Dnieper to the Urals, had 
no settled population. Hunters and 
fishermen frequented the innumer- 
able rivers, while runaway serfs oc- 
casionally settled there in smal] com- 
munities. Gradually. these ‘com- 
munities incr They were 
composed of bold and daring mea, 
obliged at all times to be ready to 
defend themselves against the at- 
tacks of the Tartars, and as they 
grew stronger and more numerous 
the defensive warfare an of- 
fensive warfare, until they had 
forced themselves into a kind of 
natura] bulwark against barbarian 
advance, whether of the Turks or 
the Tartars. 
The next most important episode 
in their history was when Stephen, 
the famous King of Poland, in the 
latter half of the sixteenth century. 
formed them into six regiments, as- 
signed them a headquarters on the 
Dnieper, and virtually constituted 
the Cossack commonwealth. This 
commonwealth had the privilege of 
electing a hetman or chief, and al- 
though in time of peace his power 
was iittle more than that of the 
responsible minister of a constitu- 
tional ‘republic, in time of warfare 
he was a dictator, and disobedience 
to his orders was punishable with 
the most drastic severity. Bo there 
came into being the Cossack state as 
it exists today.—[Christian Scien 
Monitor. . |

between the British and French 
armies and capture Paris, will 


never,'never, be achieved,” said the 
officer. 

“But to win this war, elected by 
the Kaiser to be one of extermina- 
tion, the Allies must completely 
annihilate the German army of 
6,000,000 men, and America must 
Go its share to help secure the su- 
periority of the air, an army of 
crushing proportions and a greater 
number of guns than the Germens, 
in order that that may be accom- 
plished. 

“You people here in Long Beach, 
or in America, for that matter, can- 
not comprehend the meaning of 
war. To most of you the stories of 
German atrocities are incredible. 

ATROCITIES. 

“With my own eyes, in more than 
three years of fighting, I have seen 
these things which you do not be- 
lieve: 

“IT have seen children with their 
hands cut off by the German sol- 
dierse—-which means the German 
people.

“I have seen little children with 


their tongues torn out by the Ger- 
man soldiers—the people. 

“T have seen little children with 
their eyes gouged out by these same 
boches. 

“T saw an aged blacksmith who 
had been beaten to his knees before 
his anvil.

USING DAYLIGHT AS 
WELL AS SAVING IT. 


Only part of the purpose of set- 
ting the clocks ahead an hour on 
Sunday is to save daylight. The 
other part is to enable us to put 
additional daylight to good use. It 
is not meant that we should get 


up an hour earlier and get down 
to business that much sooner mere- 
ly for the purpose of adding to 
our idle time at the other end of 
the day. 

As to the use to which the time 
will be put, that is a matter for 
individual determination. There are 
some things that can be done bet- 
ter in daylight than at any other 
time. Activities that add to health 
and give new strength are not 
barred under any statute. We shall 
need both health'an! strength, per- 
haps, to fit us for emergencies. 

We should not expect too much 
from the daylight-saving measure. 
It is not going to produce anything 
by magic. It will not affect those 
who, like the farmer, now rise with 
the peep of dawn, but thése have 
no reason to find fault with the 
Plan. It will not save as much day- 
light in the Southern States as in 
the North. It will not lengthen our 
working day, even in the Northern 
States, as much as a similar meas- 
ure has done in England, which is 
more than 10 deg. farther north 
than Massachusetts. But in north-' 
ern latitudes and in cities it will 
héip some. If it did nothing more 
than to give to employees of offices 
and factories opportunity for rec- 
reation or outdoor employment it 
would be worth while. No sacrifice 
will be exacted from anvone. 

In any event, there will be little 
use of holding back. With the rall- 
road timetables readjusted, and the 
schodl ,clocks advancei an hour, 
and banks and government offices 
running on the new schedule, so 
important a part of our affairs will 
be accommodated to it that an un- 
social minority would be uncomfor- 


table, at least. The new order will 


be accepted as a matter of course 
almost before we know about it.—

One member of the jury, a man of 
wide fame and experience as a por- 
trait painter, made the casual re- 
mark, when we were going over the 
pictures, that he had noticed in 
American painters a strong tendency 
toward the decorative point of view, 
with an almost complete ignoring 
of the third dimension—that which 
permits you to see all around a solid 
object. If you will close your eyes 
and imagine an object, you will un- 
derstand what he meant. We all 
felt, as he felt, that this lack Is a 
great weakness in American paint- 
ing, and that the efforts of the so- 
called modernists to overcome !: is a 
big step in the right direction. 

It was the general opinion of the 
jury that Mabel Alvarez’s “Portrait 
of Miss ¢.” is a bit of painting that 
has the elusive quality known as dis- 
tin@tion, and this epitheth was also 
applied to Carl Oscar Borg’s ‘“‘Kivas 
at Hano,” which has exquisite qual- 
ity and subtle tonality. In color, 
Miss Alvarez’s little study is very 
rich and beautiful. I have already 
spoken of Pushman’s poetically 
rendered “Summer Days,” and of 
Miss Orbe’s charming ‘Fountain Fig- 
ure.” Benjamin Chambers Brown's 
“Indian Summer’ is a subtle study 
of suffused light, an:attractive land- 
scape arrangement. Ella Bu- 
chanan's figurine, “Mrs. J. Alexan- 
der,” has grace and action. 

I had intended to review the works 
of some twenty painters this week, 
but for lack of space this comment 
will have to be postponed till next 
Sunday. 


In Pasadena, <. P. Townsley is 
showing a collection of sixteen can- 
vases at the Battery Gallery, No. 294 
East Colorado street. Here. in an 
excellent light and well-Spaced on 
the wall are hung characteristic ex- 
amples of the varied subjects which 
Mr. Townsley handles equally well. 

Especial interest attaches to the 
European scenes at this time. “A 
Little Town in Picardy” is a small, 
but very appealing picture of quaint 
gables and plastered walls embody- 
ing all that we have loved best in 
our travels, and which the German 
army is destroying in its ruthless 
invasion of France. 

The same picturesque quality is 
shown in two little pictures of 
Bruges, and in one of a gray day 
on the canals of Venice. But in a 
larger painting of “Golden Venice” 
the artist has obtained a very dif- 
ferent effect. His brush has filled 
itself with sunshine and painted a 
memory of Venice with golden light 
coming out of the sexy and fidoding 
the sea and air with a delightful 
radiance. Silhouetted against the 
sky, the city stands and calls up the 
vision of what will be lost to the 
world if Venice is bombarded. 

In still life Townsley’s work is ex- 
celient. Few of us would dare at- 
tempt to make something new out 
of a green bowl and a bunch of 
red geraniums. It sounds like the 
description of a school piece. Yet 
So subtly is it painted. so brilliant 
is ite technique that no thought of 
ordinary still life work accompanies 
it. The pottery glimmers like jade 
and the California geranium seem 
redder than those we used to see in 
London window boxes. Another 
example of what might be called 
“near still life’ is of a gorgeous 
bunch of canna growing out of 
doors and painted in the Stickney 
school garden, yet made the chief 
feature of the composition. 

Of the larger canvases, “The Girl 
in Blue” was seen in the Chicago 
Art Institute at a late exhibition, 


and its charming contrast of yellow 


sunlight and blue draperies marked 
it at once ag Californian in origin 
among the many modern. things 
there shown. It is a particularly 


‘pleasing figure study and the qual- 


ity of the blue is refreshing and 
delightful. “Kathryn” and “Sun- 
shine and Popples’’ are two expres- 
sions of the artist’s delight in Cali- 
fornia sunshine painted out of 
doors. The latter is, In technique, 
of the modern method. Blue 
shadows make up the body of the 
canvas, and brilliant high lights are 
set in the relief which characterizes 
our local sunshine. That this is the 
true way to paint this desert, sunny 
land geems to be conceded by all 
who have tried to master it. 

A, most successful decorative 
panel completes this satisfying ex- 
position. Taking for his motive 
the arroyo where the great viaduct 
r has evolved a 
delightful piece decorative land- 
scape. Set high on the canvas, the 
handsome bridge fits into the frame 
and even accentuates the latter's 
fine lines. Below, the rounded tops 
of oaks In close formation repeat 
the curve of the viaduct’s great 
arches, and the upright eucalyptus, 
simple and flat against the well- 
wrought distance, are made to em- 
phasize the pillars with their mul- 
tiple supports. Taken altogether, 
this new venture into the realm of 
Puvis de Chavannes opens a wide 
field for Townsley’s talent and 
makes one wish for stately walls 
that he might decorate. 


Pictures by Edwin Dawes. 

Edwin M. Dawes, the Minneapolis 
landscape painter, may now be 
classed among the landscape paint- 
ers of Southern California, for he 
spends half of the year among our 
hills and valleys—and by no means 
the laziest half, to judge from his 
present exhibition, held in the 
Kanst gallery. Dawes is also a 
member of the California Art Club 
and has one picture in the show at 
Exposition Park. 

The pleasant rotation has been 
followed by the artist for several 
years. . This winter he has been 
painting in the neighborhood of 
the Crags Country Club. He grows 
verbally enthusiastic when he 
speaks of that picturesque region 
in the San Fernando Valley, and his 
enthusiasm is so convincingly 
echoed by almost half of the twenty 
canvases he is exhibiting that we 
can have no doubt of his absolute 
sincerity. 

You will find that happy enthust- 
asm in “California Hills,” tn “The 
Gorge,” a scheme of blue and pale 
gold; in “The Arroyo,” huge rocks 
and well-modeled oaks under a sky 
flled with clouds; In the golden 
splendor which he calls simply 
“Buneet,”” and in “Farly: Morning.”

THE CASPIAN. 


A Great Natural Storehouse of Va- 
rious Supplies Much Needed 
by Germany. 


It was Hamlet who said: “ Twas 
caviare to the general,” ‘meaning 
something above the taste of the 
common people, and it is more than 
likely that the phrase had its origin 
in the great caviar trade of Rus- 
sia’s Caspian Sea. Here are caught 
the countless sturgeons which go to 
make up the caviar industry of the 
greatest inland sea in the world. 
The industry is rivaled only by the 
petroleum output of the immense 
oil fields round about the Caspian 
port of Baku. 

Lying between Russian Caucasia 
and Turkestan, on the direct water 
and rail route to the Far East, the 
Caspian, which the ancients knew 
as the Sikim or Jurjan, spreads 
self amid immense flat expanses 
territory and vast, untouched mate- 
rial resources. Russia has never 
more than scratched the surface of 
them, and the Caspian teaches the 
true object lesson of Russia in the 
Near East, that she is still the fore- 
most undeveloped country on the 
face of the globe. But if Russia 
comprises merely a thin coating of 
half-educated humanity spread over 
an illimitable surface, the Caspian 
has long given promise of the new 
Russia, with all its incalculable po- 
tentialities, which is in process of 
development. But only a promise. 
On it# ghores one seems to be for- 
ever wobbling between the Russia 
of yesterday and that of tomorrow. 
But what the morrow may bring 
forth no one apparently knows. 
With EBurope’s granary of the 
Ukraine in German hands it may, 
of course, be possible for the Ger- 
man to control and exploit for him- 
self these vast oil fields of the Cas- 
pian. He has merely to get on the 
train at Odessa and skirt the east- 
ern territory of Caucasia, and 
presto, he will be able to get all 
the oil he may want for guns, fac- 
tories and explosives, and cotton to 
clothe his people and 
textile industries. Will he, however, 
attempt it? There’s the rub! 
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|ters contain both seals and herrings, | 
and thereby hangs a wondrous 
geological tale. The Caspian is now 
many feet below the level of the 
Black Sea, but in ancient times, 
long before the Parsees, or fire wor- 
shipers, from Persia, came as pil- 
grims to Baku, to worship the flam- 
ing gas fountains rising from the 
ground, and build their now ruined 
temple, the shores were, in some 
places, hundreds of miles farther 
inland than at present: In fact, the 
Caspian was once a huge body of 
‘water connected with the Sea of 
Aral, and probably with the Arctic 
Ocean and the Black Sea. 

Baku was a Persian town down 
to the eighteenth century, when the 
Russians took on. They defi- 
nitely annexed the place in the 
nineteenth century, adapting 
modern name from 
Badkubu. The streets are irregular 
and narrow, and are lined with 
low wooden flat-roofed houses, while 
the only architectural relief is of- 
fered by the ruins and Persian 
mosques. The notorious quarter

This will save you waiting 
until you get back home to be sure of 
your measurements, and when knitting 
in train or trolley, you will not have 
to stop because in doubt about the size.

Some women thread a tape thru 
stitches which must be dropped tempo- 
rarily to be taken up later. There are 
large safety pins on the market now 
which hold these stitches gafely and 
are much easier to manage than the 
cord. Another woman leaves her re- 
serve atitches on the needle and slips 
over both ends of it one of the many 
Knitting needle guards to be found in 
any knitting or novelty shop. A pair of 
painted wooden guards joined with fine 
elastic cord are shown itn the photo 
for those who have never seen what 
the shops have to offer in this direction. 
Two corks and a piece of elastic will do 
just as good work, but probably not as 
artistically. 

A new knitting needle has recently 
appeared. It is one continuous curved 
needle with two crossed ends which 
work exactly as two neefles. The work 
cannot slide off-and there is never any 
Ganger of either lost atitches or a lost 
needle. Women who have learned to 
manage this one flexible needle declare 
it to be a tim ver worth cultivating. 

The following tips to knitters are sub- 
mitted by an indefatigable Red Cross 
worker as making for efficiency in war 
knitting: 

Do not plan alternate rows of knitting 
and purling for the edges of any gar- 
ment, such as the bottom of the 
sweater. This weave is inclined to curl 
when the garment is completed. 

in making stockings, purl the center 
stitch of the leg instead of knitting. 
By inverting this stitch each time an 
incision is made down the entire length 
of the stocking leg, which is very handy 
in counting off stitches to, shape the

far better and more even grade of work. 

For the amateur, the order in which 
the various knitted garments should be 
attempted is, first, scarf, wristiets, 
sweater, heimet, then socks and stock- 
ings. 

In ripping. if the yarn is dampened 
slightly, it will take out the crinkle and 
make it that much easier to handle a 
second time. Care should be taken not 
to get the yarn too wet, as this has a 
tendency to make it harsh and rough. 

In knitting a row of plain stitches 
after a row of ribbing—that is, a row of 
knit two, purl two—take up the front 
thread of the knitted loop instead of 
reaching round for the back thread. 
This does not effect the appearance of 
the weave, and is much easier 

If the needle siips out, while ribbing, 
remember in taking up the stitches to 
thrust the needle into the two knitted 
loops from the front, and into the two 
purled loops from behind, reversing the 
twist of the yarn each time 

Often, when an extra agtitch slips 
onto the needle, it is caused by failure 
to lift some stitch completely of the 
needie and then knitting a second stitch 
while the first stitch is still on. Many be- 
ginners sometimes forget to slip the 
first stitch of the row off the needle, and 
knit it off instead. Extra stitches may 
be caused also by the yarn splitting and 
working the stitch twice. 

There are two ways of increasing the 
number of stitches In a row—by wrap- 
ping the yarn around the needje an 
extra time or by knitting off first the 
front and then the back of the next 
stitch. The latter is the best way, ag it 
does not leave a scar. In the former 
method a hole is formed. This is the 
method used in making open Work in 
knitted garments.

Delicacies Freel the Back-Yard Garden 


VEN tho your backyard be but, 

,48 the visitor from the country 
expressed it, not half large 
enough to spread a pockets handker- 
chief in, and for that reason you are 
debarred from going into the garden 
movement extensively, still, with a 
cartioad of good soil and a reason- 
able amount of sunshine, it can be 
made to yield a few delicacies that 
will add perceptibly to the quality 
and flavor of your cooking. That is 
aside from the radishes, lettuce and 
occasional tomato plants that can al- 
ways be grown to advantage if culti- 
vated properly and with economy as 
to space. These few relishes, for use 
mainly for flavoring and garnishing, 
are parsiey, mint, sage and peppers.

@ way that should be highly ap- 
proved of by those who fancy they 
know well-told stories. 

For instance, one is a recital of 
how he came near to being hanged 
in a mining camp on suspicion of 
having stolen a money belt and how 
his own life was saved by a friend: 
and how eventually the real thief 
was made to confess and helped to 
escape. The episode of the flood at 
Sacramento, where the water came 
up to the door and the center of the 
floor gave way, and a daughter ar- 
rived—without a wardrobe, as 
daughters have a way of arriving— 
is also enlivening. Too, the engage- 
ment with an Indian maiden made 
as “a fool bargain” to gain friend- 
ship with her family when it was 
perilous to be unfriendly, gives some 
amusement, and is perhaps justified 
~—the “bargain,” I mean—by the 
chapter reciting Indian atrocities 
that came to Mr. Abbott's own ob- 
servation. 

Mr. Abbott is now located at Sa- 
linas, where he became acquainted 
with misfortunes in the early days;

HAMLET DIGESTED. 


THE RIDDLES OF HAMLET AND THE 
NEWEST ANSWERS. By Simon 
Augustine Blackmore. The Stratford 


Here is a volume of 500 pages de- 
voted to a minute analysis of “Ham- 
let.” No doubt it has much merit 
which has eluded the unsympathetic 
eye; but seriously to credit Shake- 
speare with the mental processes de- 
duced and elaborated by Mr. Black- 
more, 8.J., A.M. Litt.D., to ascribe 
everything to fine calculation and 
design, is enough to make anyone 
unsympathetic who prefers to read 
Shakespeare rather than his com- 
mentators. 

Mr. Blackmore is exhaustive, im- 
mensely exhaustive. If one takes 
his volume and Mr. Furniss’s vari- 
orium edition one will have a dis- 
sected, a desiccated Hamlet rather 
than a live, immortal Prince of Den- 
mark; and it is difficult to believe 
that Mr. Blackmore has written all 
of the book with the idea of really 
enlightening anybody. “Left alone 
at the sudden disappearance of the 
ghost, Hamlet finds himself in con- 
flict with emotions which over- 
whelm his soul. He has risen above 
all fear when daring to brave the 


preternatural, but now the atroci- 
But Mr. Blackmore has made a 


long study. He has something worth 
remarking. He puts this into his 
preface. But here, and throughout 
the body of the work, and in an ap- 
pendix, he seems inclined to magnify 
the religious element indirectly 
manifest in the play.

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whether in a history of literature 
Emerson really deserves less space 
than Jonathan Edwards. Is the pre- 
vailing stress put upon ideas to the 
comparative neglect of form because 
of the greater ease with which a re- 
sume of ideas may be “gotten up,” or 


because of the contributors’ own lack 


of interest in the formal side of 
literature? Again we wonder! The 
latter hypothesis is certainly sup 
ported by the absence of style in the 
writing of this volume: so far as 
we have observed only Maj. Putman 
writes with distinctive charm on 
Irving, and his graces are unfor- 
tunately associated with a quite un- 
critical attitude toward Irving’s 
trustworthiness as a historian and 
biographer. 

Practical, everyday use is the test 
of bibliographies; but of the more 
than 200 imposing pages of biblio- 
graphical material appended to the 
362 pages of text in this volume, 
even a reviewer can affirm that they 
promise well. It would not be sur- 
prising if they should be the part 
of volume I most often referred to, 
with most satisfaction.

SNAKE SURGERY. 


The last forty-pound pig that the 
Tsarina crushed the folds of her 
beautiful iridescent and sinuous 
bedy and then swallowed whole did 
not rest well. It caused a tumor 
of the stomach, and the fight the 
Tearina mede against taking medi- 
cine, preliminary to a major opera- 
tien, indicates that the New York 
Zq-ological Park may lose by death 
the largest and probably the most 
famous snake in captivity, and cer- 
tainly one of the prettiest. 
When the Tsarina arrived fro 

the Malay Peninsula, twelve years 
ago, she was timid and refused to 
eat. Much was published about Dr. 
Raymond L. Ditmars, the curator, 
stringing three skinned rabbits on a 
pole and shoving them down her 
throat a yard and a half. She was

before she began to take a new in- 
terest in life, and since then she has 
been eating three big roosters, feath- 
ers, spurs and all, every ten days, 
and a pig weighing from twenty-five 
to forty pounds every month or two. 

Recently the Tsarina began to lose 
those brilliant shades she so proud- 
ly displayed, an interwoven pattern 
of rich yellows, browns and blacks, 
like oriental tapestry, combined with 
an iridescence glowing in all the 
high lights of the folds. 

‘Dr. Ditmars knew that something 
was wrong with the Tsarina, and 
he summoned the principal keeper, 
Charies Snyder, and twelve assist- 
ants to take the regal python, for 
that is the Tsarina’s species, from 
her cage. She is 50 years old, twen- 
ty-three feet long and weighs 300 
pounds, and even the fourteen men 
were not able to handle her.

80 vigorously, and in a few days 
that wilt put her into condition for 
one of the oddest operations ever 
performed on a snake. She will be 
put under the influence of ether, and 
a surgeon, probably Dr. Ditmars, 
will remove the tumor. Then will 
follow months of work in restoring 
the Tsarina to health, if the opera- 
tion does not kill her. 

In Dr. Ditmars’s book on reptiles, 
the regal pythons are described as 
the biggest snakes in existence, and 
the Tsarina is the biggest in cap- 
tivity.—~-[New York Herald. 


CHINESE IN HAWAII 
HELP RED CROSS WORK. 


There are 20,000 Chinese itn Ha- 
wali, and the first Red Cross drive 
among them netted some 2000 mem- 
bers, nearly of whom have remained 
regular contributors to Red Cross 
work. 

No race In Hawali has taken a 
keener interest in practical food con- 
servation than has the Chipese, and 
when it comes to intensive garden- 
ing, the Ch@®&hese can teach the 
world a thing or two. 

They brought rice culture to Ha- 
wali, and they are still the patient 


rice growers of the islands. They 
first planted sugar cane at the 
“Crossroads of the Pacific,”” and 


manufactured sugar, and when the 
Hawalians began to cease the culti- 
vation of taro, it was the Chinese 
'who became the taro planters and 
the makers of poi-—the staff of life 
of the native Hawaiian. 

One of the most active workers 
for both the Red Cross Society and 
for food conservation is C. K. Aji, 
ex-president of the Chinese Cham- 
ber of Commerce and a director. of 
the Pan-Pacific Union. He and his 
people were of the first in Hawaii 
to point out that as the Red Cross 
army of men and women must go 
into training at home, if they would 
best serve the army at the front that 
is fighting autocracy, so a_ third 
world army must be raised and 
trained to_conserve food, that sup- 
Plies might be spared in sufficient 
quantities to feed the men who are 
winning world freedom for those at 
home.—[Mid-Pacific Magazine.

Maxim Explains His Invention. 

A new invention to protect ships 
from destruction by § torpedoes, 
evolved by Hudson Maxim, the gun 
expert and inventor, was explained 
the other night to members of the 
United Engineers’ Institute by Mr. 

The invention is now being 
built into a ship by the government 
prior to official tests. 

The plan consists of water com- 
partments, a barrier of iron sheets 
and concrete and quantities of slack 
coal arranged as a defensive armor. 
The torpedo or high explosive pierc- 
ing the ship's armor will encounter 
the water, which is expected to 
deaden the power of the explosive’s 
gases. The concrete wall is intended 
further to break their force, while 
the inner metal] sheets will deflect :

ized coal is to deter the final prox- 
ress of the projectile—[New York 
Evening Sun.

The influex of liquids for the pro- 
duction of subterranean thirst and 
furnacitis is indicated by a, police 
raid on a Baltimore train. Sixty- 
one persons Were nabbed. More 
than 600 quarts of whisky were 
found in their possession. At least 
one man jumped from a window on 
the opposite side and saved a dozen 
quarts. One individual had a life- 
belt around him that contained a 
dozen half-pints.

The computation of time by the , 


decimal system is the most recent 
reform under discussion in France. 
Just how the twenty-four hour day 
and the sixty-minute hour managed 
to survive when meters, grammes 
and francs were adopted at the 
time of the revolution it is dificult 
to say. The idea of smashing the 
calendar and consigning al! old- 
fashioned clocks to the dust heap 
seemed a little too formidable to 
the iconoclasts of 1789, but it has 
no terrors for those of 1918. 

The first official move has been 
made by M. Gorgés Leygues, Min- 
ister of the Marine, who has caused | 
the following order to be printed 
in the Official Journal: | 

“On and after January 1, 1918, 
the working hours of employees of 
@ naval workshops shall be re- 
corded on their cards by means of 
hours and fractions of hours, the 
latter to be computed not in min- 
utes, but in tenths of the hour. 

“One and two minutes shall count 
as 0-10 of an hour.

Speaking of control of the seas,

Sea, of which the 
River Jordan is the principal affiu- 


ent, is naught but a salt lake, much 


smaller in size than the Great Salt 
Lake of Utah. 

It is only forty-seven miles long 
and nine and a half miles wide, 
though its depth (occupying as it 
does a big chasm in the earth's sur- 
face) is 1272 feet. Its surface is 
a quarter of a mile lower than that 
of the Mediterranean and it has no 
outlet. 

What happens under such circum- 
stances?

IN FRANCE, April 13.—~Yes- 
terday’s battle was the first 
all-day struggle in which the Amer-

By manu- 
facturing concrete houses in great 
numbers, we hope to be able to meet

Any one, who, being pres- 
ent at a mutiny or seditious out- 
break, does not “do his outmost to/ 
supress it,”” may be punished by the 
execution of the death sentence, as 
if he had been an organizer of the 
sedition himself. Also, any one who 
has reason to believe "that a@ mutiny 
is about to occur or that sedition is 
being stirréd up must report the 
matter in full to his superior officer 
on pain of incurring the same pun- 
ishment as an actual mutineer. 

“Making known the countersign” 
and “forcing safeguard” are purely 
military offenses for which the death 
penalty may be imposed. “Relieving 
the enemy” may cover a number of 
military crimes against one’s coun- 
try, and “harboring the enemy” or 
“directly or indirectly” giving him 
any sort of intelligence is punish- 
able by death at the discretion of the 
court-martial. 

LINCOLN’S EXAMPLE. 

The tragedy of sleeping on post 
has furnished some of the most fa- 
mous and touching stories in the his- 
tory of our own and other lands. 
Every one has heard the story of 
Lincoln's forgiveness of the country 
boy who, tired by a long campaign, 
slept at his sentry post. An Eng- 
lish soldier, writing of his experi- 
ences in this war, tells how he found 
a young sentry asleep in an impor- 
tant point of watch, and of the 
agony of mind that preceded his de- 
cision that he must report the youth 
whose neglect of duty might have 
had terrible consequences for his 
comrades and the army's position.

Government's Vast Machinery 
Works Day and Night.

Federal Clerks Find Office

WASHINGTON, April 
War-time activities have intensified 
the attractions of the nation’s capi- 
tal for the visitor. To those who 
came here before the United States 
entered the war the city’s chief 
charm lay in the proud swell of the 
Capitol dome,-the stately outline of 
the Washington Monument, the de- 
liberations -of the nation’s law- 


makers or the magnificent vistas ofj teen bushels of corn to 100 pounds 


shaded avenues. 

Now, all that has been eubinsaet 
by minions of uniformed men, the 
sight of hundreds of foreign offi- 
cers, and the swift evolutions of 
airplanes overhead—but most po- 
tent to even the casua!] abserver is 
the realization ' that the vast ma- 
chinery of mighty government is 
at work on a war. Everywhere,i 
there are evidences of putting the 
nation on a war basis. 

In hotel lobbies, theater foyers 
and clubs, the army khaki and navy 
blue have superseded conventional 
evening ‘clothes. The walking stick 
has given way to the swagger stick 
or the sword, 

“4A BOOM TOWN.” 

The great influx of new govern- 
ment workers made a semi-somno- 
lent city take on the aspect of a 
“boom town.” Hotel facilities of 
the city were not only severely 
taxed—they were swamped. The 
excess population then overcame a 
system of boarding-houses, which 
for years had given ample accom- 
modation to many thousands of 
transients. Finally the housing 
problem became so acute that hun- 
dreds of government workers were 
compelled, because of fnability to 
get rooms, to relinquish positions 
they had come to the capital to 
take. 

First a stir of activity penetrated 
the government departments; then 
dt was transformed into a tide of 
concentrated effort that gave the 
sedate agencies the appearance of 
munitions factories. Armies of 
clerks who for years had finished 
the working day at 4:30 o’clock in 
the afternoon, remained to toil 
much later. Some work in night 
shifts. Department buildings blazed 
with light, and Cabinet members 
joined their subordinates in the gen- 
eral rush of overtime work. 

Almost from the beginning of the 
war, Secretary Baker remained at 
his desk night after night with 
rarely an exception, and his exam- 
ple has been emulated by heads of 
many department bureaus. 

NAVY DEPARTMENT. 


In the Navy Department, a twen- 
ty-fovfr-hour a day watch in the 
Bureau of Communications keeps 
Secretary Daniels constantly in 
touch with the fleet. To the wire- 
less towers standing bleakly sil- 
houetted against the sky at Arling- 
ton across the Potomac, come mes- 
sages from the transport fleet, 
crossing the Atlantic and the de- 
stroyvers that race through the 
waters of the war zone in search of 
the submarine. 

From the Communications office 
there have come since last April 
many messages of joy and sorrow to 
a war-anxious people. Naval offi- 
cers who make fiving trips to Wash- 
ington while waiting for transports 
to thke on coal and troops tell hu- 
man interest yarns of the war work 
of the navy. Censorship regulations 
deter all from revealing knowledge 
of strategic movements or -devices, 
but intimate tales of the wardroom 
go far toward giving a perspective 


of the daily achievements of the 
men who wear the blue. 
From the sentries who nightly 


face their posts about the White 
House to the foreign officers and en- 
listed men seen on the streets and 
in the theaters, the war atmos- 
phere is unmistakable. 

“FIGHTING IT OVER.” 

The British, French and Itallan 
soldier can be found “fighting it 
over” wherever they meet. Brit- 
ain’s Mulvaney, Learoyd or Ortheris 
has become a “pal” with Pierre or 
Giovanni. At times a-decorous gov- 
ernment clerk hears the refrain of 
a doggerel verse that runs: 

“We beat vou at the Marne, 
“We whipped you at the Aisne. 
We gave you ‘ell at Neuve-Chapelle 

‘And ‘ere we come again!” 

At the Capitol, the work of en- 
acting legislation to provide the 
executive branches of the govern- 
ment with extraordinary war pow- 
ers has moved forward swiftly.

EW YORK, April 5.—Plans for 

the rehabilitation and re-edu- 

cation of soldiers and sailors 
Gisabied in the war, so that they 
mey earn higher wages than before 
their enlistment, are outlined in two 
reports submitted to Congress by 
the Federal Board of Vocationa! 
Education. Both reports urge an 
immediate appropriation for the 
training of teachers for the work 
and for establishing great schools 
near hospitals in all parts of the 
country. They point out that while 
Congress has made full plans for 
fighting the war, it has neglected to 
furnish money for the reclamation 
of the wounded men so that they 
may become not only self-support- 
img, but be an asset to the nation 
by turning back into civilian life a 
flood of well-trained and disciplinea 
em who will be highly valuable in

“To what extent this nation will 


that developments and changes dur- 
ing the coming years will produce, 
on the contrary, much higher ra- 
tios. 

“It appears that the killed in ac- 
tion end died of wounds have not 
exceeded one-fifth of the total cas- 
ualties. Approximately four-fifths 
survive. Some among these recover 
completely, developing 100 per cent. 
of their former vocational efficiency; 
some recover partial efficiency in 
their old employment; some are in- 
capacitated totally for their old em- 
ployment, buteare capable of greater 
or less efficiency in other employ- 
ments, provided they be given the 
vocational training required to over- 
come their specific handicaps; some 
are totally incapable of any sort of 
vocational training. 

“Of the men returned in Canada un- 
fit for military service, 80 per cent. 
return to their former occupations 
without vocational training or are in- 
capable of such training, and 20 per 
cent. require vocational training. 
(ne-half of those requiring voca- 
tional training, or 10 per cent. of 
those returned unfit for military 
service, require complete vocational 
re-education, and one-half partial 
vocaticnal re-education. 

“That is to say, Canadian expe- 
rience to date indicates that with 
300,000 men overseas 6000 men have 
been returned unfit for military serv- 
ice and requiring complete or partial 
vocational re-education. This number 
does not represent 300,000 men at 
the front for the whole period of the 
war, since the number of men at 
the front has been ly gradually 
brought up to 300,000 during the 
period of the war, there being com- 
paratively few Canadians in the 
trenches at the outset. 

ESTIMATE AMERICAN NEEDS. 

“Accepting these ratios as signif- 
icant for the overseas forces of the 
United States and assuming that the 
United States will send over 1,000,- 
000 men the first year and wil! in- 
crease its expeditionary force. by 
1,000,000 each year for the dura- 
tion of the war, the following de- 
ductions are perhaps warranted es 
forecasting conditions at the close 
of one year of fighting: 


Number of men 1,000,000 
Number of men returned unfit for mili- 
Number not requiring vocational re 


“Long before the close of activ- 
ities in the summer of 1918 the re- 
turn of men will begin, and vocation- 
al re-education must start with the 
first men sent back, and must be 
developed as the number of men in 
hand for training increases. The 
development of facilities for under- 
taking vocational re-education must, 
in fact, anticipate the return of the 
men, since adequate provision can- 
not be improvised after the men are 
actually in hand for training. 

“As regards numbers to be voca- 
tionally re-educated, Canadian ex- 
perience would appear to indicate 
29,000 for the first year. 40,000 addi- 
tional for the second year, and 6%.,- 
000 additional for the third year. an 
aggregate for three years of war of 
126,000 men. 

“Immediate provision should be 
made for the training during 1918 
of at least 20,000 men. Im the sec- 
ond year of fighting. on the above 
as#:mption, the discharges from the 
military hospitals will provide each 
month between 3000 and 4000 can- 
didates for vocational training and in 
each month of the third year of the 
fighting approximately 6000 candi- 


dates

| averages six months, the number of 


men actually in training may be 
roughly estimated to be 10,000 at the 
close of one year of fighting, 20,000 
at the close of the second year, and 
20,000 at the close of the third year. 
“There are at present approxi- 
mately 13.000,00@ wounded and 
crippled soldiers in the belligerent 
countries of Europe. including 
3,000,000 cases of amputation. “In 
Germany *alone, it is reported 600,- 
000 men are under treatment in the 
hospitals, the number of leg amputa- 
tions during 1916 being 16,000.

VEDERAL MANAGEMENT. 
After discussing the different 


plans for having the curative work- 
shops financed and managed by the 
States and by private organizations, 
Director Prosser says that he thinks 


the best plan would be to have the 
national government finance and 
manage the entire scheme. He adds 
that men would be placed in jobs 
in private factories after they had 
finished their training in the £gov- 
ernment shops, although he asserts 
that great care should be taken to 
prevent exploitation of the rehabili- 
tated soldiers. While the men are 
in training for their new vocations 
or better places in their old trades it 
is to be provided that their de- 
pendents shall be supported by the 
government. 

Although the Federal board thinks 
the government should have the full 
burden, it adds that help might be 
given by the States and by agencies 
such as the Red Cross; but it points 
out that the number of men need- 
ing re-education is the smallest part 
of demobilization. The report says: 

“Opportunity for service to re- 
turned soldiers and sallors is by no 
means restricted to vocational re- 
education. This servi is, in fact. 
a special one to be rendered to a 
comparatively few men.| The whole 
field of social rehabilitation and re- 
adjustment of the disabled men re- 
turned, and, at the termination of 
the war, of the entire y of de- 
mobilized men returning home, is 
open to private oa semi-public 
agencies, and it may safely be as- 
sumed that the. needs tother than 
those for vocational re-education 
will be sufficient to absorb all avail- 
able resources.” 

Because of the magnitude of the 
task, and the lack of trained in- 
structors and the time required for 
training teachers for the work, the 
Federal board suggests that Con- 
gress pass the required legislation 


It is entirely conceivable {at once. The reports point out that 


although the United States has been 
at war almost a year, with the 
knowledge that the government 
would certainly have to follow the 
example of other warring nations in 
caring for its war-wounded, no 
money has been appropriated “even 
for the proper study and investiga- 
tion of the many problems involved.” 
The following statement is made: 

“It is true that section 304 of the 
War Risk Insurance Bill, which be- 
came a law on October 6, 1917, ap- 
parently places the work of rehabili- 
tation, re-education, and vocational 
training for disabled men in the 
hands of the director of the Bureau 
of War Risk Insurance, who, under 
the Treasury Department, bas the 
duty and responsibility of adminis- 
tering the entire act.” 

A resume of the law is given in 
the reports. It is provided that dis- 
abled soldiers shall follow’ the 
courses of re-education furnished by 
the government. The law further 
provides: “Should such course pre- 
vent the injured person from fol- 
lowing a substantially gainful oc- 
cupation while taking same, a form 
of enlistment may be required which 
shal] bring the injured person into 
the military or naval service. Such 
enlistment shall entitle the person 
to full pay as during the last month 
of his active service, and his family 
allowances and allotment as herein- 
before provided, in lieu of all other 
compensation for the time being. 

“In case of his willful failure 
properly to follow such course or s0 
to enlist, payment of compensation 
shall be suspended until such will- 
ful failure ceases, and no compen- 
sation shall be payable for the in- 
tervening period.” 


TENTATIVE BILL FRAMED, 


Director Prosser criticises the leg- 
islative branch for failure to provide 
for the reclamation and re-education 
of the wounded. He says that a 
tentative bill hag already been for- 
mulated at a conference of Trepre- 
sentatives of the Treasury, War, 
Navy, Interior and Labor depart- 
ments, the Federal Board for Vo- 
cational Re-education, the Public 
Health Service, the United States 
Employees’ Compensation Commis- 
sion, the Council of National De- 
fense, the National Chamber of 
Commerce, the Red Cross, the Na- 
tional Manufacturers’ Association 
and the American Federation of La- 
bor. The report says: i 

“Any legislation dealing with this 
subject must be broad and flexible. 
No more difficult problem was ever 
presented to a people than the sa- 
cred task of restoring the victims 
of this great conflict to normal life 
and self-dependent employment. 

“Section 304 of the War Risk In- 
surance Act makes no appropriation 
to meet the expense of carrying on 
the course or courses for rehabili- 
tation and vocational! training prom- 
ised by that section. All the appro- 
priations are for insurance, compen- 
sation allowances and similar items; 
none is for rehabilitation, re-educa- 
tion and training. 

“Without additional legislation 
Congress is placed in the position of 
having made a promise to enlisted 
men without providing a dollar to 
carry it out. Outside of a small part 
of the $100,000 appropriated for the 
administration of the war risk in- 
surance, which might possibly be 
used for section 304, though in what 
way is not clear, the section is mean- 
ingless for want of funds. This has 
doubtless caused a delay when every 
consideration demands immediate 
planning for action. Otherwise this 
great national duty and exigency will 
be left to private philanthropy and 
control, a procedure which has met 
with signal failure among the Allies. 

“Section 304 is buried in am act 
every one of whose other important 
sections deals with war risk insur- 
ance. Admittedly it was inserted as 
a promise by Congress that the re- 
habilitation, re-education and voca- 
tlonal training of injured soldiers 
and sailors would be more definitely 
provided for at the ensuing session. 
Naturally, under these circum. 
stances, this very difficult and highly 
specialized work is .committed, un- 
der the general terms of the act, to 
an organization and administration 
which, while admirably adapted for 
war risk insurance—for which it was 
primarily intended—is inadequate, so 
far as section 304 is concerned, for 
the proper care, education and place- 
ment in industry of injured men. 

“Furthermore, very grave uncer- 
tainty exists, from the legal stand- 
point, as to duties, powers and rela- 
tionships between the Treasury, War 
and Navy departments in dealing 
with this problem of vocational re- 
habilitation. On the one hand, the 
War Risk Insurance Bureau of the 
Treasury Department is charged 
with the duty of administering the 
compensation and annuities for dis- 
abled men, a task which involves 
dealing with them almost from the 
time they receive their injurnes. 

“While funds in the hands of the 
Secretary of War and the liberal 
sums voted by Congress have been 
appropriated for the hospital and 
the medical care of wounded men, 
the use of these funds for vocational 
re-education has not been specifical- 
ly granted. Therefore, if these funds. 
are so used it must be under the 
broad assumption that vocational 
rehabilitation is a part of functional 
rehabilitation, or that the wounded 
man is still enlisted and that his 
training is a part of his discipline as 
an enlisted man. There seems to 
have been no agreement up to this 
time, at least between the Treasury 
Department, the War Dejartment 
and the Navy Department, as to 
their respective authority under ex- 
isting legislation, or as to how they 
ean effectively co-operate.”’ 


LACK OF TRAINED TEACHERS. 

Although the numbers of indus- 
trial accidents in this country have 
been large there are few teachers 
competent to take up the work of 
training the soldiers. The reports 
point out that the war injuries are 


much gimilar to the injuries of work. 
ers in industry, but only a few insti- 
tutions in the country have given 
any such curative training. They 
are the Massachusetts General Hos- 
pital, the Cincinnati City Hospital, 
the Bloomingdale Hospital, the Cook 
County Hospital in Chicago and the 
Latter Day Saints’ Hospital in! Salt 
Lake City. 

There are now only a few hundred 
teachers in the country whe could 
undertake the work of training the 
disabled soldiers. This statement is 
made of the numbers needed: 

“On an estimate of four teachers 
for every 100 men this country will 
have to provide 1200 trained occu- 
pational therapeutists for every mil- 
lion men overseas. There is at pres- 
ent a very limited number of com- 
petent occupational therapeutists 
and far from adequate courses exist 
for training more.” 

The candidates for places in the 
training schools must be men exper!i- 
enced in the trades they are to teach 
to the soldiers, and it is expected 
that large numbers will be found in 
the manual training schools of the 
country. It ls suggested that a group 
of picked men be enrolled in an 
emergency course of training to last 
at least five weeks, with an addition- 
al period of observation in the Cana- 
dian shops and hospitals. After that, 
men of exceptional! ability are to be 
trained for places as directors of 
these schools for the soldiers. 

It is suggested that candidates for 
this work have at least a high school 
education and that they enroll for 


a special course of four years’ train- 
ing in the vocations which the sol- 
diers would take up. In turn many 
of the soldiers trained in the schools 
are to be retained as instructors to 
aid in the work of training those 
who come after them. 

In some cases the re-education will 
begin while the soldier is in a chair 
convalescing from his injuries, and 
it is pointed out that this is the 
most critical period, because the 
soldier is likely to lose his spirit and 
‘hope. A light occupation and course 
of training will increase his desire 
to be self-supporting and to excel in 
some new vocation or a branch of 
his old trade. 


AIM AT PRODUCTION BASIS. 


Most of the disabled soldiers will 
choose their own work, byt others 
will be put at jobs that will aid 
them in regaining their strength or 
aid them in acquiring facility with 
some injured member. The making 
of useless articles that depend for 
their sale only upon a sense of pity 
for the maker is to be discouraged 
and all the training in the schools 
will be directed with the idea of 
making the disabled soldier a use- 
ful and productive member in some 
industry. There will be classes in 
commercial education, printing, 
drafting, salesmanship, agricultural 
pursuits, motor mechanics and 
skilled trades. 

“Results may be achieved in a 
large variety of occupations,” it is 
stated, “and many practical occupa- 
tions are quite as instrumental in 
accomplishing these as the crafts. 
For instance, soldering tin cans, 
joints, wire, tinsmithing and electric 
wiring involve many of the processes 
used in metal craft, and the manu- 
facture of leather goods, bags, belts, 
travelers’ cases and fancy commer- 
cial articles may be quite as inter- 
esting as hand tooling or illuminat- 
ing. Book-keeping, salesmanship, 
general education, stenography and 
telegraphy may serve all the pur- 
poses of raffia work, tying knots or 
other invalid occupations. 

“Furniture making holds many of 
the possibilities of manual training 
and wood craving, while the study 
of the gas engine, motor mechanics 
and construction work has an end- 
less number of possibilities. Com- 
mercial design, architectural draft- 
ing, lettering and printing have 
many points in common with fine 
arts. If the hospital is in the coun- 
try where patients come from rural 
communities, lectures and demon- 
strations of solls, principles of farm 
management and sanitation of the 
dairy may a weary hour. 
Wherever possible practice ‘in the 
hospital garden, poultry yard or or- 
chard should be the prescribed ex- 
ercise, rather than games or walks 
or nature study. 

“*The blind must be taught to be 
blind,’ to accept their lot as an in- 
convenience, not as a disability. In- 
telligent sympathy, no pity, will as- 
sist them in becoming independent. 
Blindness imposes a severe nervous 
strain, which must be safegcuarded. 
Typewriting and Braille to the blind 
soldier or sailor is the same as teach- 
ing any victim of blindness. 

“Armature winding and insulation 
of electrical equipment, massaging 
and telephone operating with the 
|dropshutter system have been found 
practical for the blind. Massage 
tables, bed trays, hospital furniture, 
supplies and repairs may be made 
in the workshops. Necessary plumb- 
ing, painting, glazing, carpentry, 
talloring and upkeep of automobiles 
about the hospitals should be in- 
cluded in shop instructions. Many 
men may be used in making artificial 
appliances in the curative work- 
shop and orthopaedic hospital.” 


WAR DONATIONS 
BOARD THANKED. 


SERVICES TO THE BUSINESS 
COMMUNITY APPRECIATED 
BY BANK. 


A letter indicating the satisfac- 
tion of business mén of the city with 
the work of the War Donations 
Board of the County Council of De- 
fense has been received by the 
chairman of the board, E. G. Judah, 
from the publicity department of the 
Security Trust and Savings Bank. 

With the outbreak of the war, the 
letter says, the class of solicitors for 
pseudo-charities swarmed about all 
the offices of the city where adver- 
tising its done. The problem they 
presented was a serious one to ad- 
vertising managers. The letter con- 
tinues: 

“Very often, some very good and 
patriotic people are unconsciously 
the victims of these promoters. They 
lend their names and efforts to the 
‘cause. They are likely to be both 
hurt and offended if advertising sup- 
port is refused them, The advertiser 
may be sure that if he takes the ad- 
vertisement or buys the ticket or 
gives the money that it will do 
neither his client nor anyone else 
any good—but anyhow he cannot re- 


fuse. 
“Your committee has changed 
all this. We have made it a rule 


in this office never to give an ad- 
vertisement or donation for any al- 
leged patriotic purpose unless the 
solicitor carried your indorsement— 
and never to refuse a solicitor who 
did carry it. It has more than 
doubled. our ability to help the good 
causes, and has quadrupled the sat- 
isfaction we are able to take in 
what fwe. give, because we know it 
‘goes 100° per cent.”

Alfred E. Robinson, a Civil War

WHY WE’RE AT WAR 
TAUGHT IN SCHOOLS. 


CAUSES AND LESSONS OF THE 
GREAT STRUGGLE PART OF 
| STUDIES NOW. 


Weekly war lessons have been 
added to the curriculum of the city 
high schools, which deal with the 
war conditions at the start of the 
world conflict up to the present 


time. Every phase of the war is set 
before the students to show why the 
Mg States was justified in enter- 
ng it. 

The first lesson deals with the 
geography of the nations that are at 
war.

“Another conventence of the truck. 
The little screened house serves as 
our extractor house. Inside it we 
have our extractor, operated by a 
little gasoline engine.

“Perhaps our Republic does not 
travel as far in a year as trucks ‘do 
in some other line of work, but I 
do not believe there-+is any truck 
more useful to its owner or more 
profitable.

Those of us who are familiar with 
the Phoenix road races will remem- 
ber the one in which the Parabolic 
electric headlights were used on 
some of the cars.

The same skepticism was expressed 
at the advent of the electric starter, 
but both of these devices have made 
good and are standard equipment on 
all but one or two motor cars today.

Have you ever noticed, in driv- 
irig along the roads, how the rear 
wheel on cafs,directly in front of 
you, and going in your same di- 
rection, wabble?\ Or how the front 
wheels of cars approaching you have 
an erratic, crazy, side-to-side move- 
ment? 

“Such wabbling action of the

HOW TO POLISH

HAT the first of next month 
| will see by far the best trout 

fishing that has favored South- 
ern Californian angling licensees in 
many years seems forecasted by the 
better-than-expected sport in up- 
Coast counties under the early April 
1 opening. Further proof is found 
in the telephoned word of Deputy 
Harry I. Pritchard to Fish and Game 
Commissioner Connell from Bear 
Valley yesterday, stating that the 
ege-takers already had handled some 
500 ripe female rainbow trout and se- 
cured 1,000,000 eggs from them in 
the first week of their work. The 
big fish, of from two to six pounds, 
are fairly swarming inshora, mak- 
ing a sight to cause anglers’ mouths 
to water. The egg-taking facilities 
bid fair to be filled by the end of 
the month. 

Deputy Fish and Game Commis- 
sioner James H. Gyger, in charge of 
State work in Riverside county, re- 
ports more fish of better size than 
last year in the many splendid 
streams of the San Jacinto water- 
shed, all of which are in fairly fish- 
able condition now, with three 
weeks’ time to fmprove before the 
opening. Good fly fishing is in store 
for the “first.” Both forks of the 
San Jacinto, Strawberry, Indian 
Creek and Snow Creek are in a fine 
stage of water now. These creeks 
all were given attention by the State 
fish-planting programme last sum- 
mer. Snow Creek, a little stream 
losing itself in the sands of the San 
Gorgonio Pass after tumbling almost 
straight down from the sheer north 
slope of San Jacinto, was well plant- 
od last September. There were no 
heavy storms last winter to sweep 
away the fish. This alone should 
assure some classical sport in the 
steep San Jacinto watershed, whose 
many beautiful rock-bound pools 
are held very dear by all who have 
enjoyed them in past seasons. 


Those who support and game 


with “their lHcense dollars in 


San Diego county were well cared 
for last season in the matter of fish 
plantings, practically every stream 
in that county suspected of fish-bear- 
ing possibilities being treated to a 
liberal experimental dose of trout 
fry of the species which the State's 
fish-cultural experts thought best 
adapted to each individual condi- 
tion. In the attempt to make an- 
other Bear Lake of Cuyamaca, 24,- 
000 rainbow trout were liberated in 
this mountain reservoir. Cedar 
Creek was given 44,000, Boulder 
Creek 35,000, Pauma ‘Creek 18,000, 
Live Creek 10,000. Live Creek, 
Agua Tibia, Buckman Springs, Deer, 
La Jolla, Spring, Pine and San Luis 
Rey received from 4000 to 6000 
aplece. “ Results will be carefully 
checked up, and while the State has 
demands for ten times its capacity 
to supply, and always will have, it 
is proposed to speed these San Diego 
creeks up to their saturation point 
in the effort to bring good trout fish- 
ing right to the back door.of the 
commonwealth. Difficulty of estab- 
lishing trout under uncertain water 
conditions has inforced caution, lest 
fish be wasted as in the past.

TREES TO 
PROTECT THE ROOTS. 


WINTER CABBAGE 
IMPORTANT CROP. 


The balling of trees is practised quite 
generally throughout the United States, but 
especially in California. It applies particu- 


larly to the evergreen varieties and is neces- 
sary if the best results are to be obtained 
in connection with evergreen plantings. 

Evergreen varieties continue to grow 
throughout the year and are never dormant. 
Their sap runs constantly. Hence it is not 
safe to transplant them by the bare root 
<gstem. They continue to feed their green 
leaves and if their roots are disturbed to 
any great extent the shock will cause the 
stock to die. 

In the case of citrus nursery stock ball- 
ing is resorted to in nearly all cases except 
where the stock is to be shipped a consid- 
erable distance—to Mexico. for instance. 
Under such circumstances the roots are 
puddied. A batch of mud {@ mixed and 
poured over the roots and they are wrapped 
up in a certain amount of it. The foliage fs 
all stripped off and the Umbe «re cut back 
to give the roots the benefit of new growth. 

To ball a tree the nurseryman spades 
around the roots and lifts out the ball of 
dirt and in a solid mass. This is 
wrapped in burlap and tied securely with 
twine to prevent shaking-out of soil.

One of the industries of Southern Califor- 
nia that has made rapid advance during the, 
past few years is that of growing winter | 
cabbage for shipment to the East. An} 
average of 1000 carloads are shipped each | 
year to eastern markets, the season in 
which California cabbage is in most de 
mand being from December or January un- 
til late. spring. 

The largest acreage reported this year ts 
in Orange county, where some 1500 acres 
were planted to winter cabbage. While the, 
protracted drought injured the crop to some. 
extent, owing largely to the damage sus- 
tained from aphis, which usually succumb 
to rain, it ts estimated that tho season’s 
production will be between 9000 and 10,000 
tons in Orange county alone. Part of this 
winter cabbage is grown in young orchards, 
the plants beige set out in the late fall or 
winter after the leaves have fallen from the 


Other districts having a large acreage 
devoted to winter cabbage heaiabe the San 
Fernando Valley, with about 400 acres: 
Norwalk and Artesia, with 200 acres: New- 
mark, with ?° acres, and the district be-. 
tween Huntimi°n Park and Rivera, where’ 
the acreage is .arge. The Fl Monte dis-: 
trict also has much winter cabbage. 

Shipments begrn this year from Ven- 
tura, which had a small acreage, but brought 
it into market condition early. The price 
in January was high, between $50 and $65 
a ton being paid for good cabbage. The 
price during the first weeks of March was 
in the neighborhood of $40 a ton.

The individual planta may each be pulled 
out of the bed, leaving the tubers to produce 
more sprouts, or the tubers may be re 
moved and a piece cut out containing thd 
root system of each small plant. These are 
transplanted in rows three or four feet 
apart, the plants about two feet apart in 
the rows. 

Frequent cultivation is given until the 
vines cover the ground, after which a licht 
mulch of straw or leaves may be placed 
around each plant and the tubers left to 
mature. The vines spread in all directions 
and many of the ends will embed them- 
selves in the soil and produce new plants 
if allowed to do so. For the quick matur- 
ing of a crop this ts not desirable, though 
heavy yields in the garden have been se- 
cured by allowing this method of propaga- 
tion, a succession of digzcing being thus 
made possible. 

Since sweet potatoes do not keep well in 
this climate, planting in the home garden 
should be limited to a somewhat small 
area, with the purpose of using the tubers 
within a few weeks after maturity.

SUCCESSFUL RABBIT RAISING.

the work, in order that everything neces- 


gary can be done in the small time which 


is often all that can be allotted, An hour 
morning and evening will provide for the 
handling of a considerable number of rab- 
bits' if a thorough system is adopted and 
adhered to. 3 

In one backyard rabbitry where more than 
fifty working does and their young were 
handled on this morning and evening plan 
a system was worked out for daily care 
which proved highly satisfactory. It as- 
sured the greatest accomplishment in the 
shortest possible time, and the certainty 
that no necessary item would be overlooked 
on a hurried morning. Thoroughness and 
rapidity were the two objects aimed at, and 
long use of the system proved its worth. 

Since absolute cleanliness must be main- 
tained to secure success in the rabbit busi- 
ness, the only way to accomplish this is a 
cleaning of the entire plant each morning. 
Quickness and thoréughness here presup- 
poses a convenient arrangement of hutches 
and equipment, which is more than a sub- 
ject in itself. However, with such an ar- 
rangement, the daily cleaning can be briefly 
and effectively done. Much the same is true 
of feeding, which can be quickly done with 
the proper planning of tools and rations. 

After this come the many details of 
breeding, nesting, weaning, doctoring, etc., 
which must be attended to every day, and 
always with a keen watchfulness for the 
welfare of each individual. This, of course, 
becomes quite impossible with several hun- 
dred animals on hand, especially where 
time is limited, unless accurate records are 
kept and used. 

These records, to be helpful and practical 
in the busy working hour, must be in the 
simplest possible form, and yet so com- 
plete that no details will be overlooked. If 
the morning comes when one of the fifty 
or more does in such a plant is due to 
kindle and somebody has forgotten her nest, 
disaster is certain to follow. In addition, 
records are valuable here, as they are in 
the dairy and the hog lot, to point out the

dar system which included a page for each 
doe corresponding to the card record. Each 
doe was numbered. 

On the inside of the cover of a notebook 
conveniently hung, were written the few 
simple rules on which the system was 
built. Each page was dated, and on each 
day’s page appeared the entire list of things 


to be done that day, compiled from day to 


day according to the rules, Without any 
loss of time Monday morning (such and 
such a date) would show that on that day 
No. 14 was to be nested, No. 18 bred, No. 
37 tested the first time, No. 26 tested the 
second time, No. 50 have her young weaned, 
No. 42 her ears swabbed out, etc; In the 
course of performing this work further en- 
tries quickly jotted down on their proper 
pages insured this same completeness of 
information for every date ahead. 

The rules were so simple that even an in- 
experienced person called in by an enforced 
absence of the owner could carry on the 
day’s work.

Her young were taken from her at 
five weeks of age in normal cases and she 
was given a week of rest before breeding 
again. In this way she was bred every ten 
“weeks, so that she produced five litters o 
yéar, which is quite enough, and even mak- 
ing it four is better for both doe and the 
rapid growth of the young, which can then 
be left longer with the mother.

Producers were so 
discouraged they sold the hens to save 

. This promised a reduced supply of 
eggs again in the spring when packers will 
again wish to stock up for next winter's 
supply of cold storage eggs. No matter 
what the intent of the order’ the resait 
will be to compel farmers and poultrymen 
to keep hens over the spring laying season 
whether it pays them to do so or not. It 
} will also result in an increased spring sup- 
ply of eggs and a lower price, to the advan- 
tage of the packers. 

Then again, the packers virtually control 
all the dressed chickens now in cold stor- 
ege. They control the supply every year. 
‘The order against the sale of live chickens 
removes all competition from them, and 
they can clean out their storage houses at 
thei: own prices and terms. Not only that, 
but the order against killing now will put 
more chickens on the market again when 
the packers again want to buy chickens and 
fowls. VWiewed from any angle, the packers 
win, and producers and consumers lose. 
Incidentally, Mr. George D. Priebe, who was 
long associated with the packing industry 
and now a Chicago poultry and egg dealer 
with some past record, is in charge of this 
part of the Food Administration. If there 
is any better way to discourage production 
than the means adopted, the other way has 
not been yet suggested.

Many varieties of alfalfa have been test 
ed in many localities, embracing practically 
every climate and soil, and so successful 
have these trials been that it has become 


the established clover substitute. It was 
found to meet the conditions of arid and 
semi-arid regions by choosing varieties that 
rooted deeply to take advantage of the sub- 
soil moisture. This made possible wonder- 
ful agricultural development on the west- 
ern slope Pacific States and in the great 
Southwest, where, as elsewhere, a legume is 
recessary to the maintenance of successful 
agriculture.

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SYMPTOMS AND REMEDIES. BY HENRY W. KRUCKEBERGC.

ERILY, as things go in this life, flesh, 
fish and fowl are but as crass, subject 
to disease and the attack of injurious 
insects. Indeed, it would seem at times as, 
though domesticated poultry was especially | 
susceptible. Failure in poultry raising is. 


with _in fowl life:are due to wrong condl- 
tions and environment, for which owners 
are responsible rather than the birds. 
Hence prevention is worth oceans of cures 
and is also much more economical. Unless 
vigilance is observed, disease and vermin 
often find lodgment and, before discovery 
fsemade, serious damage follows. Conse- 
quently we admonish the back-lotters and 
the beginners to guard the health of their 
fowl, for, whether commercial breeders or 
only fanciers, healthy, robust birds are es- 
sential to success. For, no matter what 
system or method may be followed in the 
rearing of a flock, the caretaker Is quite 
apt to have trouble of one kind or another, 
unless exercising every precaution to pre- 
vent the presence of physical ills ané& para- 
sitic insects. In the light of these premises 
we-herewith submit a few symptoms and 
remedial suggestions with the hope that 
they may be of service to our readers: 
Sneezing and watering at nostrils indi- 
Cates a cold; rattling in the throat, cold 
with bronchitis; difficulty in breathing, the 
trouble has degenerated into pneumania. 
Head and face appearing a sickly yellow

the most part much of the troubles met! cautions to be observed. Especially does 


this apply during the warm days of summer, 
when drinking water and bits of mash foods 
uneaten in the runs soon become tainted. 
Water and food-borne diseases are not un- 
common with chickens. To keep the prem- 
ises pure sprinkle thinly-powdered, air- 
slacked lime in runs and houses. As a 
precaution against the spread of disease 
with the drinking water add permanganate 
of potash enough to give it a purplish tinge. 

In the case of incipient colds common 
hard soap dissolved in water to the con- 
sistency of soft soap, one tablespoonful to 
the gallon of water, will often clean out nos- 
trils and throat and also act as a mild pur 
gative, or a few dtops of coal oil will effect 
a cure if taken in time. If allowed to de- 
generate into roup, more drastic remedies 
and measures are esgential. First, sepa- 
rate the ailing birds from the healthy and 
Place in dry, clean quarters. Give epsom 
salts, using about one-fourth of a teaspoon- 
ful to each bird. Feed on soft foods, but 
rather sparingly. Roup in its more viru- 
lent form is hardly worth the effort to 
cure. Experienced breeders usuelly destroy 
ailing specimens, and either bury the car- 
cass good and deep or else cremate it.

Diphtheria or diphtheretic roup shows @ 
canker in mouth and throat; discharge 
from nostrils in volume and ill-smelling 
shows common roup. 

Cfamp and rheumatism are often mani- 
fested by the twisting of the head and neck. 
Sudden deaths are often due to apoplexy 
and heart failure. Other troubles, such as 
indigestion, constipation, bumblefoot, break- 
down behind, crop-bound, enlarged crop, de- 
bility, egg-bound, feather eating, leg weak- 
ness, worms, etc., are self-explanatory andj 
bespeak their character.

Indigestion is the result of overfeeding; 


food, induce plenty of exercise and the mat- 
ter will usually right itself. 

Chickenpox is infectious and should at 
once be taken in hand when discovered. 
Wash the sores with warm water and soap 
until perfectly clean, then swab thoroughly 
with peroxide of hydrogen, which is a cleans- 
ing agent as well as a destroyer of disease 
germs. It is also excellent to use in case 
of wounds and bruises, as it is very healing 
in its action. 

Liver troubles are due to overfeeding, 
which results in congestion of that organ, 
which, if not checked, soon degenerates into 
inflammation of the liver, which is usually 
beyond treatment. Give for_congestion of 
the liver one of the common liver pills sold 
at the drug stores; repeat every other day 
for a week. Also, correct wrong conditions. 

Cholera is usually the result of filthy’ 
quarters, tainted food and extreme heat. 
Treatment of ailing specimens is useless. 
Seemingly healthy birds in a diseased flock 
should be given sanitary quarters; also one- 
eighth ounce of sulpho-carbolate of zinc to

against the deal, I found that I had~ pro- 
duced an average gain 360 pounds in 
ninety days on 900-pound Steers, at a cost 
of $12 a head.” 

Prof. F. W. Woll of the division of ant- 


nia says of feeding alfalfa as a soiling crop 
to fattening steers: | 

“The general practice in this State is to 
feed grass, hay or green feed only to cat- 
tle fattened for market, and few of them 
receive any grain at all during. the fatten- 
ing period. The gain which steers will 
make on an exclusive ration of green alfalfa 
will vary according to the quality of breed- 
ing of the animals. Under favorable condi- 
tions over two pounds per head daily will 
be gained. 

“Unfavorable weather conditions, poor or 
insufficient feed and water supply, and 
other unsatisfactory circumstances may 
pull the gain down to one pound a day or 
less. At present feed prices one can hardly 
afford to feed grain, unless the extra quality 
is recognized by the buyer and a price 
above the ordinary is paid.” 

According to Henry’s “Feeds and Feed- 
ing,” a gain of three pounds per head per 
day is considered exceptional even where 
a balanced ration, including the best con- 
centrates, is fed.

Dieting the Bird. — 

Break-down behind is due to over-fat, rem- 
edied by putting the bird on light diet. Con- 
stipation is principally the result of a want 
of exercise and green food; in chicks, too 
much boiled milk and “binding foods. Alter 
conditions; in severe cases with adult fowl, 
give castor oil. Bumblefoot is nothing but 
an abscess on the bottom of the foot caused 
by jumping from a high perch. Lance and 
wash with warm water and apply tincture of 
cocoaine. To crop-bound cases give castor 
oil and warm water; if compacted, knead 
contents of crop and force gradually through 
the mouth holding the bird head down. 
Feather eating is due to an abnorrhal appe- 
tite in one or more birds. Remove the guilty 
ones, and its spread to the remainder of the 
flock will be prevented. In case of leg 
weakness discontinue high feeding and give 
cut bone and bonemeal quite liberally. If 
troubled with worms, give turpentine in the 
| soft foods, say two or three drops for each 
bird of the flock. Apoplexy, heart failure 
and suffocation are purely relative terms. 
Many so-called deaths attributed to these 
causes are sudden only because the keeper 
failed to note the presence of, trouble before 
it became acute and fatal, 

As a general thing it does not pay to 
spend much time and effort in the curing of 
sick birds, and particularly after the trouble 
has been of some standing. Prevention by 
means of proper caretaking—by providing 
wholesome food, sanitary conditions and 
salubrious environment, are the factors that 
really stand for success. Only the robust 
birds are thd paying birds; as for the other 
kind, the less one has to do with them the 
better. 


Lice and Mites. 


~ Tt often happens that people new to the 
proper care of poultry are sure their flocks 
are when really they are infested 
with lice and mites—these twin scourges 
that are the worry of the caretaker and the 
bane of his fowls. It is probably safe to say 
that no flock is literally free of vermin, but 
they may be below the danger line. Nature's 
way of combating parasitic insect life on 
birds is the, dust bath. Cleanliness, plenty 
of sunshine and a friable soil are some of 
the things inimical to insect prosperity. To 
the contrary, rickety houses, close quarters 
and filthy conditions are the things in which 
they luxuriate. When the premises once 
become infested, however, more drasti¢ 
measures must be resorted to. Any method 
that will destroy the lice and mites can be 
commended. The usual one is to destroy 
all the old nesting and scratching material, 
give the house a thor6ugh spraying with 
liquid lice killer, especially the perches. Be 


sure that every crack and crevice is 
reached. This Operation should be repeated 
within a week, for fear that some may have 


escaped, or that a new brood may have. 


hatched. In the case of the red mite too 
much emphasis canot be placed on the im- 
portance of doing the work thoroughly. 
The birds, if badly infested, should be 
dusted with insect powder. Be sure that it 
is thoroughly worked into the feathers. Take 


the bird by the legs, hold oVer a box or: 


barrel to catch the waste powder, or sift 
thoroughly into the plumage, especially into 
the fluff feathers about the vent, between the 
legs and under the wings. The point is to 
get the powder in close contact with the 
skin. In cases where the vermin has be- 
come well established one application will 
not suffice; 
manded at intervals of three and four days 
apart. 


The head louse is usually found on young 
chicks on the head and neck and under the 
wings. If not checked, its presence soon 
terminates the life of the bird. The usual 
method is to grease these parts with a bit 
of sweet oil or pure lard. A good compound 
is made of one teacup of soft lard, vaseline 
or sweet oll, to which has been added a tea- 
spoonful of kerosene, thoroughly mixed. In 


applying, start well back of the head and — 


work forward, rubbing the ointment well 
into the skin. The chicks should not be al- 
lowed out in the strong sun for several 
hours, or until the ointment has nearly dis- 
appeared. 
Bive ointment is also a good remedy, but 
must be used with discretion. At the drug 
store a quarter’s worth of blue ointment 
having a very oily grease as a base, should 
be bought and the druggist asked to reduce 
it to 20 to 25 per cent. mercury. The method 
of application is to take a very small por- 
tion, about the size of a green pea, on the 
end of the finger and rub it well into the 
skin, about one inch below the vent It 
should be rubbed over the area about the 
size of a silver dollar. The heat of the 
fowl’s body will then spread it over the 
skin. It should be applied three or four 
times a yea—usually three times is suffi- 
cient when the lice are well ander control. 
This material is a deadly poison and should 
not be applied to little chicks nor 
hens.

' THE HOME VEGETABLE GARDEN. 


the home garden are intended for peo- 
ple who have had little or no expe 
rience in irrigation. They were prepared 
by a recognized authority on the subject. 

The irrigation plan must be made first 
and the garden plan must fit the irrigation 
scheme: that is, the rows must run in the 
direction the water flows. =< 

If the ground is rough, level it enough 
to let the water flow in furrows to all por- 
tions of the garden. Make the slopes from 
one side or end to the opposite side or end 
if, possible. A gentle slope of two inches 
in 100 feet is best, but a very much steeper 
grade may be successfully handled by 
blocking up the furrows at intervals with 
earth or short pieces of boardec until the 


ground is soaked. On rather steep slopes! fore irrigation begins. Turn water into as 
out the furrows with a fall of two!

To level the ground, use a team and 
scraper and leveler if the garden is large 
enough; 

If the ground to be leveled is too dry 
and hard to be handled, soak it well with 
water either by flooding, by cross furrows, 
or otherwise, and when dry enough to 
work well do the leveling. Then run ir 
rigating furrows about three feet apart and 
give the ground a good. watering. Ina

Ot « 
gas has been burnt, that is, most.of it has, 
as the highest pressure within the cylinder 
is during the combustion of fuel and the 
greatest leakage will take place then. 
The exhaust gas or burnt gas from the 
cylinder is composedof carbon dioxide 
(CO2) and water vapor (H20.) Water, of 
course, is composed of hydrogen two parts 
and oxygen one part, and when these gases 
enter the crank case the explosion causes 
them to combine and form water. 
The oil in the transmission cases or gear 
boxes should be watched carefully and kept 
to proper level, also the case should be 
drained and washed out with kerosene 
three or four times a season. Always use 
a high grade transmission oil, like 600W, in 
refilling case. There are one or two brands 
of “non-fluid” transmission oil on the mar- 
ket made from paraffine base ofl that give 
excellent results, but be very careful and 
do not get any old grease or oil, or your 
transmission will be in the junk heap in a 
year. Oil for gears in transmission must 
have good adhesive qualities so that it will 
hang to the face of the teeth however fast

Unified Command. 


Eras boards of strategy have proved 
to be costly experiments for the Allied 
‘nations during the progress of the war. 
Taking the planning of campaigns out of 
the hands of sailors and soldiers has not 
: been productive of beneficent results. 
Strategy is a plan of campaign and the dis- 
position of armies. To plan a campaign re- 
quires at least as great tactical knowledge 
of military affairs as to fight a battle. That 
is why civilian boards of strategy are such 
unvarying failures. 

Civilian interference in military affairs is 
one of the primal causes that dooms coali- 
tions to defeat or disolution. Machiavelli 
advised his “Prince” more than 400 years 
ago, “If you wish to insure the failure of a 
movement entrust it to a coalition.” Lioyd 
George estimated recently that a coalition 
leadership reduces the fighting force of the 
co-operating powers one half. It was the 
experience of the Allies with coalition man- 
agement during the last three years that 
caused all the fighting forces in France to 
be united under one supreme command. 
Modern strategists are inclined to attribute 
‘at least one half of Napoleon’s military tri- 
umphs to the faat that he never fought any- 
thing but coalitions. 


“Civilizing” the Incas. 


E ARE sometimes apt to overrate what 

we call civilization. Following is from 

the will of Marcio Serra, Spanish conqueror, 
who died in Cuzco, Peru, in 1589: 


“The Incas governed in such a way that 
in all the land neither a thief nor a_ vicious 
man, nor a bad, dishonest woman was 
known. The men all had honest and profit- 
able employment. The woods and mines 
and all kinds of property were so divided 
that each man knew what belonged to him, 
and there were no lawsuits. The Incas were 
feared, obeyed and respected by their sub- 
jects, as a race very capable of governing; 
but we took away their land, and placed it 
under the crown of Spain, and made them 
subjects. 


“We have destroyed this people by our bad 
examples. Crimes were once so littlé known 
among them that an Indian with 100,000 
pieces of gold and silver in his house left. 
it open, only placing a little stick across the 
door as the sign that the master was out, 
and nobody went in. But when they saw 
that we placed locks and keys on our doors, 
they understood that it was from fear of 
thieves, and when they saw that we had 
thieves among us they despised us.” 


On a Lonesome Farm. | 


EW California farmers appreciate the ad- 

vantages they enjoy, in the shape of 
fine climate, good roads, near neighbors, 
telephones, rural deliveries and other things 
that go to make life pleasant. In two States, 
where an investigation has been made, it 
was found that a large percentage of the 
insane were wives and daughters of the 
farmers where there was little or no oppor- 
tunity for social intercourse—women whose 
lives were of monotony and loneliness, due 
to isolation on account of miserable road 
conditions. 


The Small Shopkeeper. 
+ HERE are few sadder spectacles than 
that of the small shopkeeper, who is 
gradually pushed to the wall. In these days 
of combinations and department stores, and 
mail order houses and “chain stores,” he 
has little chance. 
To a man working strenuously in a fac- 
tory, or on a farm, a tmall store looks at- 
tractive—-and so it does to his wife. They 


save and scrape, and start In with 
hopes. The store looks clean and 
is well stocked with s modest assortment of 
articles. Then, gradually, the 
brightness fades from their faces and the 
neatness of the store diminishes. Before 
long a “To Let” sign appears in the win- 
dow. The modest savings have disappeared 
and the proprietor is gone, to hunt a job. 
The happiest and most independent man 
is he who has a couple of acres of land, 
paid for, on which he raises most of his 
food, selling the surplus to buy what he can- 
not produce. He will have to work hard, 
and be up early and late, but his sleep will

Cranks. 


OS ANGELES perhaps has more cranks 

in proportion to population than any 

other city in the United States, or in the 

world, for that matter. Following definition 

of a crank, from the London Times, is rather 
neat:

of causes, and it is difficult to discover the 


principle upon which he collects them. A 
new- religion and underclothing and some 
insipid kind of diet are all the same to him, 
and he advocates them all with equal 
earnestness. He wants men to change their 
lives in every particular, and protests 
against all the ordinary usages of the world, 
both in great and in small things. He does 
not believe that there is any instinctive wis- 
dom in mankind or any value in past tradi- 
tion and experience. For him Wisdom has 
only just appeared among men, and she has 
revealed herself to very few.” 

Remember, however, that a crank, under 
proper control, is an important and indeed 
almost indispensable attachment to any 
kind of mechanism. Los Angeles would be 
cranks away from 1 it.

‘manager and a shrewd publicity sharp. If

Billy ig a ring-tailed roarer and that is 
what the church needs if it is to keep pace 
with the programme of efficiency as estab- 
lished by commerce and industry.

I think myself that if 
he would put a snappy' synopsis of what he 
expected to say in the Sunday morning 
paper it would add to rather than draw 
from his regular congregation. 

And it would keep the spotlight on his 
little old cathedral. 

Seems to me it is just as proper to have 
a “Souls Wanted” column as one of “Help 
Wanted.” The church is justified in tak- 
ing the same publicity to secure souls as 
the beef trugt does bodies. i 

So it is that practical religionists who 
would combine churches and condense 
creeds favor the enlarged use of modern 
business ideas in their operation. Of course 
if there was a pool the Baptists would be 
in it, but why not?

throne in the enlightened day of 1840, but 
who belonged to the dark Middle Ages.- He 
declared when his people demanded a con 
stitution that no sheet of paper should come 
between him and’ God in heaven, in ex- 
change for¢he beautiful “natural relation be- 
tween King and subjects.” With such a 
view the young Bismarck was in fullest ac- 
cord and if the old-fashioned mediaeval ruler 
had prayed for a young Samson to his hands, 
the order could not have been better filled. 

Bismarck, as soon as he became known at 


all, was bated for his violent devotion to 


Prussian institutions of the past, for his re 


 aetionary ideas, his hatred of copying any 


ideas from English experience and practice, 
and his rigid idea that Prussia, Prussia alone, 
was the beginning and end of everything to 
Prussians. He ridiculed the of Ger- 


- many unity, because a democratic Germany 


t Prussian institutions, he sncered 
4color German flag, at the song, 


; the 
i's ist der Deutschen Vaterland?”’ and in 


his speeches opposed the Liberal element. 
and Liberal ideas. 

On his wedding tour to Austria and Italy 
in 1847, he met his sovereign, King Frederick 
William IV, in Venice, and tae latter was 
pleased with Bismarck’s high-handed ideas 
of government. The next year in 1848 the 
great storm broke. The King stood on his 
declaration that the written sheet should 
never interpose between heaven and the 
sovereign. The great mass of Liberals in- 
cluded all the educated forces, scientists, his- 
eg artists, determined men resolved 
upon securing self-government. Mommeen, 
great historian, Virchow the famous bi- 
ologist, fought like tigers for representative 
institutions. George Vincke, the ablest of 
the Liberal leaders, a sturdy, red-haired, red- 

man, ranged himself against Bismarck 
in a battle which lasted for twenty years 
before Vincke was forced to retire. 

Bismarck’s labers in fighting this great. 


 @émocratic revolution would have been 


ridiculous except for their tragic success in 
destroying the power of the people and in 
fastening autocragy upon his country. Like 
a busybody he hurried from barracks to 
palaces, rebuking the King impudently for 
any concession to the people, arming the 
peasants near his estates with pikes and 
scythes in preparation for them to march to 
Berlin in case the mob captured the King. 
He wrote for the Kreuz-Zeitung, he pro- 
claimed that the army and not parliaments 
would uplift the country. He wrote an af- 
fectionate letter pledging himself to the 
King which the latter kept by him durtng 
the months of the anarchy and strain which 
followed. 
‘ The mob besieged the King’s palace, how- 
ever, and he was forced to send away his 
ps and to call a Prussian Diet, not to 

vise as formerly but actually to legislate. 
This drove Bismarck nearly frantic, but he 
succeeded in having the Diet driven out. by 
a tough old soldier. He was bitterly ag- 
grieved that there was no bloodshed, ag he 
hoped to teach the people a bloody | 
that would last for a generation, his “favorite 
plan being to stir the mob to madness and 
then to crush it with the army.” - 

The King had won the people over by an- 
other capitulation, the grant of a moderate 
ly good constitution (1850) the one in use in 


‘Prussia, the present bulwark of Junkerism.

While this uproar weak oy ,in Berlin, the 
famous Frankfort Parlia was begin- 
ning and Liberals were co trating on the 
attempt there to unify all Germany under 
a democratic government. Its story is well 


known and Bismarck was again the chief in- 


strument of slaying democracy. The fine 
work of this Parliament and the constitution 
drawn.up, instead of beginning such a won- 
derful story as that of the American Union 
under its Constitution of popular govern- 
ment, all came to naught when Bismarck, 
shouting that the brilliant Frankfort crown 


could be made only by melting down the 
crown of Prussia, persuaded the King to re 
fuse it. The King declined it because it 
was offered by the people “from the gut- 
ter,” and he would thus become the mom 
arch over a democratic Germany. 

After this victory, Bismarck announced 
that he would bring the name “Junker,” with 
which he had been reproached, to glory and 
honor.” His life work after this was to unify 
Germany by autocratic means, and to win 
the people and keep them quiet by selling to 


liberty. The right of public meoting he that questions se not wy. tor Sve. of sx 


designated as a “fire-bellows of democracy” 


him in his championship of autocracy. 

He now received an amazing promotion-— 
the Prussian Ambassadorship to the Confed- 
eration Diet at Frankfort, where he spent the 
next eight years of his life. After the failure 
of the famous Frankfort Parliament, the old 
Confederation Diet was revived. Here at 
Frankfort Bismarck’s conduct created one 

sensation after another. He soon made up 
his mind that Austria must be ousted from 
Germany~and that it could not be done by 
peaceful means. He nagged and scandalized 
the Austrian embassy, breaking up rude’y 
the most sacred traditions. The Austrian 
Ambassador was always president of the Diet 
and he alone might smoke during a session. 
No one might sit in his presence during 
calls. Bismarck not only sat down to talk 
with him, but in the Parliament coolly asked 
him for a light and began smoking. For six 
months only Austria and Prussia smoked, 
then the other ambassadors decided one by 
one to uphold the honor of their states too, 
by smoking, until at last two representatives 
who did not smoke at all made 3 sulky sacri- 
fice of themselves for the fatherland by 
bringing tobacco. 

Bismarck often spoke with relish of these 
comical situations at the haughty eourt and 
especially of one occasion wheff the Austrian 
president altered the recérd to favor his 
country. When Bismarck called him to ac- 
count, he stated “If the record is not correct, 
then I am a Har.” Bismarck deliberately re 
plied, “Certainly, sir.” This did not lead 
to a duel as was expected, but pistols were 


brought on other encounters, and Bismarck’s 


unpopularity grew so great that he and his 
wife were stoned in the streets. His ac- 
counts of the spy system are extremely in- 
teresting; letters were read by the agents of 
each Ambassador at the postoffice; quackery, 
gossip, and intrigue were diess. Bis- 
marck soon became expert in securing and 
putting out the news and impressions he 
desired. 

He was summoned to Berlin during the 
Crimean War and secured for Prussia neu- 
trality and.friendship with Russia, saying, 
“We must look to the East for our Allies; 
Russia is to be had on the cheapest terms; 
it wishes to grow only in the East, the west- 
ern powers at our expense.” He spent a 
vacation in Russia_heuating, and others in 
Scandinavia and Hungary, Visiting at prac- 
tically all the courts of Europe. He met on 
these trips leading men, including Napoleon 
Ill at the Paris Exposition. His knowledge 
of men and affairs through these vacations 
of the Frankfort period made a wonderful 
preparation for his work as Prime poomiater. 
Put on Ice, 


In 1857 the old King, Frederick William 
IV, lost his mind, and his brother, William 
I, on taking his place seemed to fear Bis- 
marck’s hostility to Austria and sent him 
to Russia for three years, “putting him on 
ice,” or out in the cold as Bismarck de- 
scribed it. William I crowned himself, tak- 
ing the crown from the high altar with his 
own hand to remind the people that noth- 
ing stood between him and God. Bismarck 
was recalled from Russia, evidently for a 
Cabinet Minister, but then followed a long 
wait, the King dreading him as “a political 
rowdy” and placing him in France for an 
interval. 

Suddenly Bismarck was recalled to Berlin, 
where he found the King in a desperate 
plight, with his abdication written out. The 
War Minister, Von Roon, and the King were 
alarmed over the weakness of the army and 
wished to reorganize it, but the Liberals re- 
fused the money. The royal family were 
scared by thoughts of the English and 
French revolutions and urged that the fate 
of Charles I would overtake the King if he 
persisted. Bismarck scouted these fears, 
whereupon the King inquired if he would 
undertake to govern against a majority in 
the Prussian Parliament. Bismarck said 
“Yes” and the resignation was torn up. 

Bismarck was made Prime Minister and 
for four years the most desperate parlia- 
mentary strugzle went on. The strange en- 
durance, the unbreakable fiber of the man, 
was uncanny, beyond the human. For four 
years he ruled agafnst the majority, and 
raised money without a budget. When 
called to order, he insulted the President, 
he went out to smoke in the lobby when 
opponents denounced him, he sent the. Par- 
liament home twice, he reorganized the 
army, he abused hig enemies with all sorts 
of epithets, and at this time advanced his 


Speeches and r 


muzzled or bribed the press, but hatred of 
him was so widesprend that threats to mur- 
der him came even from Spain, and at home 
mobs insulted him in the streets. 

All Europe fell back from him in horror 
when he stood by Russia against the Polish 
uprising. He now won a brilliant diplomatic 
victory over Austria as if by witchcraft. 
Austria and Prussia let loose of each other’s 
throats long enough to seize from the 
Danes the Schleswig-Holstein region, the 
united armies overcoming the splendid re- 
sistance offered by de‘rauded Denmark. 
Bismarck then forced Austria to give up 
practically everything, insisting that Prus- 
sia must have Kiel, a canal connecting her 
North Sea territory with that on the Baltic, 
end an extension northward of her railways. 
Bismarck was now made “Count” for this 
m°rvelous service by King William. 

The fron minister, not being quite ready 
for the final war with Austria, he held it 
off for a time, wishing to size up the French 
situe.‘on which he had been studying for 
ten y2ars. Would Napoleon III allow a 
united Germany at his doors and at what 
price: Bismarck could get only vague an- 
swers in his talks with the French Emperor 
akthough he promised large territories to 
France in case of Prussian success, the ter- 
ritory to be sliced off neighboring coun- 
tries. Europe believed that Austria would 
win, as she had some 600,000 soldiers, most- 
ly veterans from the Italian wars. 

The greatest opposition to Bismarck 
came from the royal family. The King fell 
into nervous attacks, on several occasions 
bursting into floods of tears, in his bitter 
opposition to a war with his brother mon- 
arch of Austria, Bismarck’s inhuman firm- 
ness and spirit are well illustrated by one 
of the numerous attacks made upon him at 
this time. A young Jew named Cohen, a 
revolutionist, shot at, him five times at close 
quarters ag Bismarck was walking along 
the Unter den Linden. His clothing was 
burnt and blood drawn but he overpowered 
the man, handed him over to the police and 
joined his guests at dinner as if nothing 
had disturbed him. 

He began the war upon Austria upon an 
immense scale. Von Moltke and Von Roon 
threw four great armies into the fleld; the 
smaller states friendly to Austria were over- 
run and three armies uniting at Sadowa, 
the biggest battle of the nineteenth cen- 
tury, won one of the greatest victories of 
all ages. There were engaged 460,000 men 


and the whole world awaited the capture . 


of Vienna and the abject humiliation of 
Austria. But Bismarck, defying triumphant 
Prussia, the King, and even his ,wife, re- 
fused to crush the Austrians completely by 
occupying their capital or taking a tremen- 
dous indemnity. He foresaw an artgry 
France and he did not wish to incur the 
irremediable hatred of Austria. 

The close of this dazzling Seven Weeks 
War saw Prussia with an army of 800,000 
men, her domains increased by one-fourth, 
her population increased by 4,500,000, her 
frontiers rounded out to include a great 
seaport and a maritime position, and her- 
self the chief state in a new German na- 
tion of nearly 30,000,000. The nation went 
wild. Fifty millions were voted towards 
further military operations and a million 
and a half to the military leaders, most 
of which went to Bismarck and with which 
he purchased his great estate in Pome- 
rania. The elections gave him a vast ma- 
jority and Parliament voted an indemnity 
for his past defiance of it. 

The. idol of the nation, so bitterly hated 
until this hour of glory, borne on this won- 
derful wave of popularity, was now ready 


to prepare for his great spring on France 
in 1870.

As to the life and strength of the ships, | 


one of the most famous vessels of English 
history was the wooden flagship which Nel- 
son commanded. It was known as the Vic- 
tory. It was 178 feet long and fifty-two feet 
beam and of 2162 tons. That boat had been 
afloat forty years before she took part in 
the Battle of Trafalgar. 


The Olivia of ninety-four tons, built in 
1819, was still sailing in 1910, and the 
Polly, a-wooden schooner, built in 1805, was 
on the water doing good work in 1902. The 
convict ship Success, which was built in 
1793, when George Washington was Prest 
dent, is still on the waters. As to the 
strength of the wooden fleet, for many pur- 
poses the vessel of wood is stronger than 
the vessel of steel. It is better able to 
stand the crushing of the ice and it is used 
for polar explorations. The Fram, used by 
Nansen in north polar seas, was made of 
wood. She had an outside planking of 
three thicknesses and the shell of the ves- 
sel measured more than three feet. She 
was 117 feet long and had three masts and 
a steam engine. The America, fitted out 
for the Ziegler expedition to the North Pole, 
was an old wooden whaler which had been 
thirty-six years on the water. She was 157 
feet long and twenty-nine feet beam. The 
Discovery, on which Capt. Scott first went 
to find the South Pole, was of wood, as was 
also the Terra Novo, on which he went 
later.

Why does the Eagle call them a robber 
band? Because the idea is found at the 
very heart of the name. You know what 
toll is. Well, Hohenzollern has this word 
in its very heart. Zoll in German is the 
root of our word toll. The Prussian royal 
family dates back in history to the Middle 
Ages.

are about all left of the tyrants, despots and 
illegal rulers of mankind who used to 
swarm thick as wasps in those old days 
of lawlessness, rapine, murder and wholesale 
bloodshed that used to deluge the world as a 
California winter rain soaks the landscape— 
bloodshed flowing from the veins of decti- 
mated humanity, holding baek civilization 
and making the. lives of men miserable, 
whereas the rain fructifies the earth, making 
the vine put forth its leaves, the grass cover 
the plains and decking the hills with flowers.

Col. Charles Dercle, French Medical Mill- 
tary Attache of the United States Surgeon- 
General's Office, has prepared a statement 


for the March American Magazine in which: 


he says: 

“Americans have been told that tubercu- 
losis has ravaged the French troops, and 
that it will spread to the United States 
army.

America consumes seventy-four pounds 
of fats per capita annually, Japan con- 
sumes only eighteen pounds; and Germany, 
before the present war~began, consumed 
twenty-four pounds. She consumes less 
than one-half that quantity now, and the 
health of her people has not greatly suf- 
fered. It ia clearly evident that we are as 
a people eating more grease than we ought. 
This is one of the causes of the prevalence 
of indigestion and biliousness, and no doubt 
of intestinal catarrh, which not infrequently 
ig the forerunner of appendicitis. We can 
safely cut down the fat consumption of this 
country to twenty-five pounds per capita.

Bismarck’s Family. 


Bismarek was born in April, 1815, and lay 
in his cradle during the mustering out of the 
villagers summoned to meet Napoleon again 
after his escape from Elba. When the peas- 
ants returned to hang up im the village 
church medals won at Wavterloo, a half 
century of peace had begun before Prussians | 
were again to meet a foreign foe.

The Wife of Bismarck. 


His wife, whom he married during this 
period of country life, belonged to a quiet 
religious family which was dismayed over 
Johanna’s decision. Her influence over him 
was one of the greatest blessings of his life 
and his family life was perfect, unstained 
by any cloud or blot. The beauty of his 
ideal home relations impresse@ every guest. 
Motley thus describes to his wife the Bis- 
marck home at Frankfort where he was a 
visitor: 

“The Bismarcks are as kind as ever. I am 
there all day long. It is one of those houses 
where every one does what he likes. The 
show apartments where they receive formal 
company are at the front of the house. The 
livingtooms at the back open upon a gar- 
den. Here there are old and young, grand- 
parents and children and dogs all at once, 
eating and drinking, smoking, piano-playing, 
pistol-fring (in the garden) all going 
on at the same time. Every earthly thing 
that can be eaten or drunk is offered you; 
porter, soda water, small beer, champagne, 
burgundy or claret, are about all the time 
and everybady is smoking the*best Havana 
every minute.” 

As the young squire settled the affairs 
of the estate, he found leisure to travel, go- 
ing to London, Paris and elsewhere. He 
spoke English well, also a number of other 
languages, and was keen in his observation 
both of men and scenery. He loved travel 
and was fond of geography, studying the 
twenty ponderous volumes of German geog- 
raphy and founding the remarkable knowl 
edge of Central Europe which surprised 
friends and foes countless times later in 
life. He read Spinoza, Shakespeare and 
history, especially the history of England. 

His power for work was astounding. Long 
winter evenings he gave up to mastering by — 
the most concentrated study the subjects 
which concerned him. Later on at Frank- 
fort he continued the habit of working far 
into the night and then when his dispatches 
and reports were taken by the post, he 


‘ would mount his horse and.ride out for re- 


freshment. Thus fn study, travel, excursions 
to Berlin, and devotion to country activities, 
he steeped himself as his ancestors for 500 
years had done until he was about 36 years 
old, when changes came making it more than 


“ieion years before he again returned to the 


leisure of the country. 


A quotation from a letter to his beloved 
young sister may well close this stage of his 
life. He describes how he and his father 
hunt, watch the sheep, look at the orange 
house twice a day, observe four thermome- 
ters in the room every hour, and in fine 
weather set all the clocks by the sun suc- 
ceeding so well that only the one in the din- 
ing-room ever gives a sound after the others 
have struck. “You see Charles V was a. 
stupid fellow. I tell you this as an examn'c 
how in your letters you might write to father 
more the small events in your life; they 
amuse him immensely; tell him who has 
been to see you, what you had for dinner, 
how the horses are, how the servants behave, 
if the doors creak and the windows are ~ 
firm—in short facts and events.”

Wastefulness of Meat Eating. 


Following is from an article in Good 
Health, by J. H. Kellogg, M. D.: 

“From an economic standpoint, the rear 
ing of animals for food is a monstrous ex- 
travagance. According to Prof. Henry, dean 
of the agricultural department of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin, and author of an 
authoritative work on foods and feeding, 
one hundred pounds of food fed to a steer 
produces less than three pounds of food in 
the form of flesh. In other words, we must 
feed the steer“thirty-three pounds of corn 
in order to get back one pound of food in 
the form of steak. 


“Such an extravagant waste can be tol- | 


erated only so long as it is possible to 
produce a large excess of foodstuffs. It 
is stated, as a matter of fact, that at the 
present time scarcely more than ten per 
cent. of the corn raised in the United States 
is directly consumed by human beings. 
A large part of it is wasted in feeding to 


animals. This economic loss has been long 


known to practical men, but it has been 
regarded as unavoidable, since meat has 
been supposed to be absolutely essential 
as an article of food; but the experience 
of Germany since the beginning of the 
present war, as well as of Japan, China 
and India for manv centuries. has demon- 
strated beyond chance for cavil the possi- 
bility of eliminating meat from the national 
bill of fare.”

The man who writes the nation’s songs 
has been held up as more enviable than the 
man who makes the nation's laws, It takes 
many men to make the laws and all the 
lawyers to unmake them. It takes an army 
to write the songs—an army with many pri- 
vates. And a private’s pay, as every one 
knows, is low, being fixed by the men who 
make the laws. So the privates in the sheet 
music composing brigade are lean and in- 
digent. | 

There are a few who are commissioned to 
create “hits” for the standard publishers, 
and these drink the wine of prospe: _y and 
ride in the taxi of content. But out of the 
millions who think that they have words 
and music in their souls, whereas they prob 


ably haven’t even any souls, the foundation . 


of the army is recruited. They come from 
butcher from foundries, from junk 
wagons, from truck farms, from ferry boat 
holds, from tenement houses, and from sa- 
loons.

They haunt dressing-rooms of “small time” 
variety houses, importuning, arguing, brib- 
ing to get singers to “do” their songs. They 
infest cabarets and they are not too proud 
to solicit an Italian organ grindér. I know 
of an instance where a Forty-sixth street 


_ song publisher gave monkeys to street men

The main idea is to get 
the product before the people—how when, 
and where scarcely matters. 

For two bits to a threat, from a promise

Legends of the Tatra Mountains « 


The largest collection of these giass paint- 
ings ts in possession of my mother, who 
lived tn the Tatra Mountains for a number 
of years and made a thorough study of the 
art, traditions, legends and customs of the 
Tatra mountaineers. Part of her work had 
to be done on the Hungarian side and only 
owing to the fact that she was a member 
of the Polish Bthnographical Society and 
its official representative was she given a 
free hand by the Hungarian authorities. 
They are afraid of the Polish influence 


in the direction from which the king had 
to come, and realizing that in an open bat- 
tle with well trained and splendidly armed 
regulars the odds would be against them, 
the Tatra men decided to recur to ruse. 
Their perfect knowledge of the country 
helped them and the scheme proved suc 
cessful. 

This romantic episode of Polish history 
inspired two Polish authors and is described 
splendidly by Henryk Sienkiewicz in his 
“Deluge” and by Kazimierz Przerwa Tet- 
majer, a native of the Tatra Mountains him- 
self, in his “Janosik Nedza Litmanowski.” 
As the title for his book Mr. Tetmajer used 
the name of the “hero”—the most famous 
among the Zbojnik chiefs. How worshiped 
he was by Tatra people is shown by the 
yact that he is the only mortal to be pic- 
tured in their peculiar glass paintings, 
which always rep nted Jesus, Mary or 
saints. These im were painted on 
glass panes of about 8xIM inches size and 
are not only in my opinion, but also in the 
opinion of many artists familiar with the 
primitives of all European painting schools, 
exceptionally curious in conception and 
charming in their mediaeval naivete. 


Unusual Pictures. -

When our family went,to the Tatra Moun- 
tains for the first time, the railroad line 
from Krakow to Zakopane wasn’t finished 
yet. Zakopane is the largest settlement in 
the Tatras and now a very popular health 
resort, and a place of permanent or tempo- 
rary residence of many noted Polish sculp- 
tors and literary men. It was a long and 
tiresome journey in a canvas-top “furka” of 
the prairie schooner type, only smaller and 
lighter. Our house in Zakopane was very 
near to Sabala’s and our acquaintance with 
the patriarch of the Tatras was soon 
changed into a mutual friendship. Seeing 
our sincere interest in everything connected 
with his beloved Tatras, he was more lib- 
eral with his stories than was his custom 
and sometimes he used to bring with him a 
young mountaineer by the name Josef 
Brzega, who was very skilled in the Zbojnik 
dance. His productions to the strains of 
the old melodies played by Sabala on his

Henryk Sienkiewicz, the famous Polish 


writer, who won celebrity in the whole civi-. 
Hzed world and is well known to millions of 


Americans—readers and admirers of his 
“Quo Vadis”—wrote the first (to my knowl- 
edge) large collection of those legends un- 
der the title “The Tales of Sabala.” The 
late Sabala was a character known to all 
friends of the Tatras. He was a famous 
guide, a living collection of the legends of 
his beloved mountains, and the last one of 
the Zbojniks. High in the mountains were 
the almost inaccessible hiding places of the 


could be easily tlefended against an over- 
whelming force. Their life was one of 
hardship and danger. Their recreations 
were simple, listening to the melodies 
played on their queer three-stringed fiddies, 
hunting, or dancing around huge bonfires 
lit under the lofty pines Tin those dances, 
like in war dances of American Indians, 
only men took part.) 


They lived on loot, but they were not 
common highwaymen. They never molested 
their own people. From their eagle's nest 
they used to swoop down on the Hungarian 
side with castles of the Hungarian 
barons as aim. They were skillful sh 
but their favorite arm was” ‘cidpaga’”—a 
light hatchet, shaped similarly to the Indian 
tomahawk, but on a long handle. Even now 
every Tatra man carries a “ciupaga”—it is 
almost a universal tool, a walking stick, a 
great help while climbing, still greater help 
while camping out on a hunting trip, when 
it comes to building a temvorary shelter or 
getting firewood, and a deadly weapon in a 
fight with men, or when defending the 
flocks from a sheep-eating bear. The old 
Hungarian chronicles refer to the amazing 
skill of Zbojniks with these hatchets. In 
the Zbojnik dance, which is still danced by 
the Tatra men, “ciupagas” play a promi- 
nent part, like the famous two-edged dagger 
of the Caucasian Cossacks which is essen- 
tial in their favorite dance “Lesginka.” Very 
often a generous part of the loot was dis- 
tributed among the needy of their native 
communities, and many a raid was caused 
by the desire to avenge the wrongs which 
the poor subjects in the times of serfdom 
had to suffer from their cruel masters. 

The Tatra mountaineers never knew a 
thaster themselves. Even in the times of 
serfdom they were free—their only and di- 
rect sovereign being the King of Poland 
himself. Here I'll have to mention the 
chronicles again. They relate the cases, 
when not being able to settle the disputes 
which occurred among them, be*ween two 
settlements for instance, th proud moun- 
taineers ignored the officials of the nearest 
towns on the plains and went to Krakow— 
then the capital of Poland, for the decision 
from the only authority they recognized— 
the King. 

And once they 
saved a king” from 
being captured by 
the enemies of the 
country or possibly 
death. The king |! 
am referring to, was 
the good-hearted, 
but weak, King Jo 
hannes Casimirus. 
Fleeing before tha 
victorious armies of 
the Swedish King 
Gustavus Adolphus, 
Johannes had .to 
seek refuge in Hun- 
gary. The invader, 
who was practically 
in control of the 
whole country, pro- 
claimed himself 
King of Poland. But 
the greatest sanctu- 
ary of Poland, the 
monastery of Czesto- 
chowa, built like a 
fortress and con- 
taining within its 
stout walls the 
miraculous image of 
the Holy Virgin with 
the Child Jesus in 

her arms—remained 
to the royal 
fugitive. (The 
image is said to he 

a painting by the 
Apostle Lucas.) The 
monks, guardians of 
the sanctuary, to- 
gether with a hand- 
ful of patriots, with- 
stood the long siege 
and furious attacks 
of the heretics, as 
the Swedish army 
was called by the

Gustavus Adolphus realized the danger of 
the monastery's immense influeace over the 
Polish people, and besides there was the 
huge treasure in money and precious 
stones, coming from the offerings, securely 
locked in the monastery’s treasury. These 
were the two main reasons why ‘a strong 
Swedish army was sent to capture Czesto 
chowa. Gustavus Adolphus needed the 
money to pay his armies which consisted 
mostly of niercenaries.

Where we Found the Horses. 


My Mexican friend, Manuel Cariega bor 


. rowed a sheriff's star and we two stafted on 


the hunt, occasionally inquiring for camps 
where wood choppers were operating. 
Eventually we rode up a steep trail in the 
Verduga Mountains, back of Glendale and 
Tropico, and after some time discovered one 
of the horses tethéred near a shanty. There 
was no one round and no other horse, so we 


took charge of this one, and left a note in 


both English and Spanish notifying the own- 
er that unless the other horse was returned 
at once to a corral at First and Spring, 
where the Nadeau now stands, he would be 
arrested and severely punished. In a couple 
of days the horse was there, with a message 
that the horses had begn picked yp on the 
San Gabriel road heading east. They were 


evidently going home when caught. Nothing 


was done further, as I was only too glad to 
get the animals back, It took several weeks 
feeding and nursing though before the old 
horse was fit to travel, he was about all in 
from hard work and little grub. | 
All along the south side of the lake there 
was a fringe of scrub willows and some large 


trees. It was always a favorite place for 


stock to graze in the hot weather, being 
handy to water, with plenty of shade. Trav- 
elers also used to like the place in which to 
camp, and often would stay several’days to 


‘rest their horses and themselves on their 


way towards Arizona and Mexico or return- 
ing from those places. As a rule they never 
interfered with us, and often were very wel- 
come, but there is one bunch I would like to 
meet, and if any of them read this, I hope 
they will notify me who they were. 

Our Pet Bull. 


As I have previously stated, we had a num- 
her of gentle milk cows, which used to run 
loose during the day and were corralled at 
night after milking. Among them was a very

a great pet. When he was a calf we fed him 
tid-bits, played with him, got on his back, and 
he was just as playful as a pet puppy or kit- 
ten.

Upon one occasion, two 
friends, Cooper and Lauder, started out one 
morning, and rode up the trail, to what we 
called the Portrero, it was a beautiful open 
place, with live oaks and several springs. 
They expected to remain a couple of nights, 
but next day Cooper ved by himself to 
say Lauder was lost @r dead, as he never 
turned up for suppers@seep or breakfast, and 
nothing could be heard from him. My broth- 
ers and I at once up our horses, took 
along provisions, and an Indian to trail, and 
started off to the rescue. The first thing we 
did was make a fire with a lot of smoke at 
the head ofthe trail, then we made camp at 
a spring, and then each went a separate way 
in search, firing occasional signals, and 
shouting our whereabouts. All of us were 
to return to camp at a certain time, which 


owe did and later on, And@rez, the Indian, 


came in also, with the report he had found 
a trail of a man in such and such a direc- 
tion, which we at once followed, and finally 
found poor Lauder, speechless, with his 
tongue all swollen and hanging out, in fact 
he was about as nearly dead as any one 
could be. 

Well, we got him on a horse, after giving 
him slight refreshments, and then led him 
home, put him |to bed and nursed him to 
recovery.

Los Angeles fn 1875 had an incipient 
boom in real estate, several pieces changed 
hands, and quite an excitement took place. 
H, 8. Ledyard.of the Temple and Work- 
man bank, bought the block bounded by 
Grand avenue, Washington greet and 
Figueroa street, consisting of fifteef acres, 
he paid $200 an acre for it. Shortly after- 
ward he sold the inside five acres to W. R. 
Rowland for $450 an acre, and later sold 
the five acres on Washingto® and Figueroa 
to Dr. Edgar for $500 an acre, he then built 
a substantial house on the Grand avenue 
and Washington street five acres, fronting 
the house south with a circular drive in 
front.

Arthur Bullock bought a block on Pico 
street near Figueroa. Mr. Longstreet 
bought a thirty-five acre piece on Adams, 
between Grand and Figueroa streets, and 
built a fine two-story mansion that later 
on became the Singleton home. Mr. N. R. 
Vail acquired the block where Chester 
Place now stands and Mr. Slauson built on 
Figueroa street, between Adams and 
Twenty-third streets. Mr. Charles Ellis set- 
tled on the L, where Twenty-third street 
now is, with a frontage also on Adams. Col. 
Godfrey had ten acres where St. James 
Park now flourishes, and Mr. Harper, 
father of the late Mayor had a ranch on 
Adams and Hoover. Mr. T. C. Severance 
Col. John O. Wheeler and Col. Whiting also 
buflt homes on Adams street each having 
ten or more acres. The boom, so to speak, 
petered out when Temple and Workman 
failed, and there was little real estate ac- 
tivity until ten years after, about which I 
will write later on. 

Santa Monica Canyon the Resort. 


"The seaside resort, if it may be called 
such, was at Santa Monica Canyon, where 


residents used to erect tents and camp out 
for a short time. 

In July, 1875, a camping party was made 
up to go to Santa Monica Canyon, consist-

Uncle Sam’s Big Wooden Fleet. 


size of this wooden fleet undertaking. 
Four hundred and thirty-four ships have 
been contracted for. Supposing each ship 
to be the length of the Ferris model, which 
is the standard wooden vessel, the ships if 


joined end to end would make a solid line 
of wooden steamers twenty-four miles in 
length. The wood of each ship if made into 
lumber would fill a train a mile long, and 
the lumber required for the whole fleet 
would load enough cars to their fullest ca- 
pacity to a track from Philadelphia to 
Pittsburgh, or a double track from Boston 
to New York. The aggregate tonnage of 
the wooden fleet will equal*more shipping 
than was made by Great Britain in the 
year before she entered the war, or about 
four times as much as the United States 
was annually building prior to that time. 
Each of the Ferris ships is to be just 
about 281 feet 6 inches long, forty-five feet 
wide and its depth is twenty-six feet. It 
is to carry 3500 tons of cargo and is to be 
moved by steam at a speed of upward of 
ten knots per hour. The timber of the 
ship must be of the very best character. 
It will require for each vessel 1,600,000 feet, 
or enough, if cut into lumber, to cover a 
field of thirty-seven acres with boards an 
inch thick. .But this wood is not in lumber. 
It is im enormoug timbers, some of which 
are thirty or forty feet long. The keel for 
each vessel is fourteea inches by sixteen 
inthes and it runs the full length of the 
ship. The timber which forms the ribs or 
framework is of great thickness, and the 
flitches at the base of the framework are 
a foot wide and thirty inches thick. There 
ig almost three feet of wood from the in- 
side floor of the vessel to the water beneath 
it. The floor is as thick as a dining-room 
table is high.

The aver- 
age cost of all the wood in the vessels is 
about $40 per thousand. 

But cgme with me to the yards and watch 
the ships going up. They have been build- 
ing wooden sailing vessels for several years 
at the plant of the Coastwise Shipbuilding 
Company, here in Baltimore, and they now 
have six ships on the way. One of them 
will be launched before this letter is pub- 
lished. There are wooden steamers, of the 
Ferris model, on the ways of the Henry 
Smith & Sons Shipbuilding Company, and 
of the Maryland Shipbuilding Company, so 
that we can see the vessel in almost every 
stage of construction. We begin our jour- 
ney in the mold lofts, where the designs 
and specifications made by the architect 
are turned into patterns sawed out of wood, 
These patterns are of the exact sizes of 


patterns just as a 
clothes. The tailor lays his patterns 
the goods and marks the lines 

chalk. A shipbuilder uses similar 
made of boards half an inch thick, and he 
laye these on the thick timbers and marks 
out the flitches and frames. The timbers 
are then run through the sawmill, which

The first thing a handless man thinks of 
doing when he loses his hands, is to shrink 
frdém association with others, because he is 
asked many questions by the “curious- 
minded.” This is the most vital mistake he 
can possibly make, because it takes him out 
of touch with human affairs, tends to make 
him morose and grouchy, and of course, a 
man cannot make friends under such cir- 
cumstances, and without friends and kind- 
ness, a cripple cannot live happily or pros- 
per, as a rule. . 

I married a young lady whom I met after 
my accident. We “courted” for about three 
years and then married. We have a happy 
home with a little girl and boy to cheer and 
liven it up. | 

As the result of my resolution to make 
friends, I have been able to gain a good 
practice as a lawyer and to be elected to the 
highest paid judicial office of Dallas county. 

When I lost both hands, I was naturally 
very helpless from a physical standpoint. 
After several months I had an arm and 
plain hook made. I began improving it, as 
well as making other apparatus to help me 
become absolutely physically independent 
of the help of others. In the twelve years 
of my crippled life, I have invented and per- 
fected an artificial arm with work-hook au- 
tomatic hand, automatic self-locking elbow 
joint and machine for putting on collar and 
tie. With these machines I am able to do 
everything I want to do. I will try to detail 
them In a diary form as best I can.
